mum up to $10 a day

NEW YORK, July 31.—Actors’ Better- 
ment Association membership has 
Jumped from 1,200 members to 1,500 
members in the past week due to pub- 
licity on its own code of prescriptions 
for the protection and betterment of the 
actor. New names include, according to 
Ralph Whitehead, executive secretary, 
30 members of the Lambs’ Club and 
many prominent names from the mo- 
tion picture and radio fields. 


The ABA received a wire from General 
Hugh S. Johnson stating that ABA 
would have an opportunity to state its 
Objections to the code as set forth by 
legit branches in meeting at the League 
of New York Theaters office before Dep- 
uty Administrator Sol A. Rosenblatt. 
The main differences as viewed by 
Whitehead are “that the producers and 
managers got everything, and as usual 
the actor is the sucker.” 


The ABA ccde asked for a $10 a day 
minimum for all actors no matter if 
they spoke but one line. This is in 
variance to the code sent to Washington 
by the legit group in that the lowest 
minimum for an actor with less than 
two years’ experience would be $30. 
ABA has not made any exception of 
chorus girls, who under the present 
status would also receive $10 per day 
for their kicking even tho they didn’t 
utter a single line of language. 

The hearings will be soon, according 
to the NRA office, and Whitehead and 
ABA counsel, trving Schneider, will at- 
tend. ABA intends also to cover all 
other branches of show business with 
the exception of legit. 


Guenther Advises 


NAAP Men To Sign 


IRVINGTON, N. J., July 31.—Henry A. 
Guenther, proprietor of Olympic Park 
here and president of the National As- 
sociation of Amusement Parks, on Satur- 
day sent the following wire to A. R.

-_AMPAS Draws Code 


HOLLYWOOD, July 31.—In an 
effort to eliminate asserted evils of 
agency methods in Hollywood, the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences last week submitted 
to its membership a code which 
would strictly govern relationships 
between the agents, actors and 
producers. The code states in part 
that the artist is the employer of 
the agent and as such has the right 
to regulate the conduct of agents, 
particularly in regard to assigning 
of artist contracts without consent 
of the artist. 

The code also would provide that 
all agencies file with the academy 
a list of persons or firms financially 
interested in the agencies. This 
would tend, it is claimed, to elimi- 
nate secret control of agencies by 
producers. A maximum commis- 
sion fee of 10 per cent is estab- 
lished. An arbitration board would 


be appointed to settle disputes.

By Failure To Pay Actors’ Equity 


AEA president notifies managers they will be held for 
payment of amount due, $23.979.43, even tho AEA has 
automatically derived independence of them 


NEW YORK, July 31.—Actors’ Equity Association now completely independent 
of manager agreements, because of Managers’ Protective Association failure to 
make first payment of the sum of $23,979.43, issued official notification to MPA Fri- 
day to effect that basic agreement was null and void and that AEA would consider 


itself the creditor of MPA for the full amount. 
Equity, sent the following letter to L. 


Frank Gillmore, president of 
Lawrence Weber, secretary-treasurer of 


MPA: “In the matter of the arbitration between Actors’ Equity Association and the 
Managers’ Protective Association, the duly authorized arbitrators on April 24, 
1933, awarded to the AEA the sum of $23,979.43 to be paid by the MPA, one- 
fourth this amount, $5,994.86, to be paid on July 24, 1933. 

“Paragraph 2 of this award reads as follows: ‘In the event of the failure of 
the MPA to pay the amount due on any of the dates indicated, the entire 
amount remaining unpaid shall become due and payable and the basic agreement 
dated May 12, 1924, between AEA and MPA shall be terminated forthwith.’ 


Maintain Status 


During Summer Via Many Reruns 


NEW YORK, July 31. — Electrical 
transcription programs are more than 
holding their own during the current 
summer months, there being no letup in 
this form of spot broadcasting insofar 
as volume is concerned. Programs in 
nearly every case are not new however 
and approximately 90 per’ cent are re- 
runs, that is, programs that have been 
used once and are being broadcast again. 
In some cases the programs have merely 
switched their coverage. while in other 
instances the same disks are being re- 
broadcast in the same territory. 


Few new programs of importance are 
in work, altho auditions are being held 
for dozens of big programs intended for 
wide coverage. Various recording labora- 
tories and ad agencies specializing in 
disk programs are showing their wares to 
clients and it is expected that within a 
few weeks actual work on Many pro- 
grams will begin.

Insert Changes in Legit Code; 


President Expected To Sign Soon 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Numerous 
incidental changes have been inserted 
in the legit code since its acceptance 
here by the official administration. 
Among these are the raising of wages 
to off-stage workers such as_ ushers, 
scrubbers, ticket tearers, attendants and 
porters. They will get 30 cents instead 
of 25 and varying minimum hours. 

The rest of the code is practically the 
same, with addition of a minimum for 
hat-check girls of $30 per week, which 
was not in the original. They had 
anticipated a $55 minimum, which was 
considered unfair insofar as press agents 
got the low minimum of $50. 
= 
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Public hearings on this code wil! be- 
gin August 10 before Deputy Adminis- 
trator Sol A. Rosenblatt, who assisted in 
the framing of the document in New 
York. Rosenblatt predicted that the 
final agreement weuld be reached 10 
days after the first meeting and would 
be ready for President Roosevelt to 
sign by August 20. 

Objective of the code was given as 
“revitalizing of the theater as a na- 
tional institution so that the road may 
be restored and plays may once more 
be given in every part of the country.” 
This is significant in that many of the 
arbitrary decisions of groups have been 
reason for the decay of the road. 
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“The payment of $5,994.86 not having 
been made by you on July 24, 1933, said 
Paragraph 2 has become efiective and 
you are hereby notified fhat you are 
now indebted to AEA in the sum of 
$23,979.43 and that the basic agree- 
ment dated May 12, 1924, between AEA 
and MPA is terminated. 


“We will appreciate it if you will 
notify your members accordingly.” 

MPA members lose several advantages 
by the cancellation of the agreement. 
They will have to post bond guarantee- 
ing salaries except those members who 
have a credit standing with AEA. Also 
their companies will be required to be 
100 per cent AEA actors and AEA may 
now join in sympathetic strike if it so 
desires. This was prevented by the basic 
agreement.

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Unions Accept 
AMPAS Offer 


Academy to mediate in 


film workers’ strike — 
muddle over jurisdiction 
Be 


HOLLYWOOD, July 31.—At the end 
of the sixth day of the union film 
workers’ strike the officials of the vari- 
ous union locals tonight issued a state- 
ment saying they will accept an offer 
of the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences to medidate in the strike. 

With 665 sound technicians walking 
out last Sunday night all of the major 
studios immediately placed ads in all 
of the Los Angeles and Hollywood 
papers asking for sound men to fill the 
vacated positions. This action of the 
producers brought on a sympathy strike 
of more than 5,000 other union studio 
employees. Again the studios advertised 
for men to fill the positions of the 
5,000 strikers, with the result that a 
few of the studios were able to continue 
on their production altho greatly crip- 
pled. All of the companies in produc- 
tion at Warner Brothers, Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer and United Artists were able 
to continue, while Universal, Fox, Para- 
mount and RKO-Radio rapidly filled 
the necessary positions and were soon 
able to resume production. 


Thruout the week there have been few 
attempts to patch up the differences 
between the producers and the unions. 
Pat Casey, labor contact man for the 
producers, met Richard J. Green, head 
of the IATSE, and informed him the 
Situation wculd have to be handled 
thru New Ycrk unless some decision 
could be reached here as to the matter 
of jurisdiction. Casey, in endeavoring 
to clear up the strike situation at Co- 
lumbia, found himself dealing with the 
IATSE and the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, with both of 
them claiming jurisdiction and the 
right to negotiate a wage scale and 
working-condition agreement with the 
producers. Casey asked for a decision 
on jurisdiction and when same was not 
forthcoming washed his hands of the 
mess. Immediately thereafter the 
sound men were ordered out. 


During the week the members of the 
organizations striking have been hold- 
ing mass meetings at the American 
Legion Stadium, over which Harold B. 
Smith, business agent of the sound 
technicians, presided and during which 
the strike situation was reviewed from 
its inception. Daily mass meetings are 
to be conducted every night until the 
strike is settled. 

There appears, however, to be some 
dissension in the union ranks and sev- 
eral of the union cameramen ordered 
out on strike have returned to the 
studios under contracts ranging from 
one to five years at salaries running 
from $250 to $750 a week. Six camera- 
men have returned to work at Para- 
mount, six at Warner Brothers, seven at 
Metro, four ct Radio, two at Fox and 
one at United Artists. All cameramen 
returning are members of the American 
Society of Cinematographers. 


In its attempt to arbitrate the matter 
the Academy sent a resolution yesterday 
to Will Hays, head of the Association of 
Motion Picture Producers and Distribu- 
tors. The resolution declared that 
strike conditions in the motion picture 
studios are such as may jeopardize the 
future welfare of Academy members as 
well as employers and employees in all 
branches of the film industry. 

Disregarding the resolution, the 
union leaders Friday dispatched pro- 
tests to the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration against award of NRA 
insignia to studios on the ground that 
the studios had violated the spirit of 
the act. 

Studio heads stated today that it will 
probably be six weeks or more before 
a satisfactory settlement is negotiated. 
Producers are refusing to negotiate with 
Richard Green, international representa- 
tive of the IATSE, and have notified 
William Elliott, its international presi- 
dent, that in view of their abrogation 
cof its basic agreement, which had until 
next March to run, Elliott would have 
to work out his problem in New York 
with the producers’ labor committee 
there.

Popular Publishers Gather 
To Consider Completed Code 


Two new clauses added on orchestra leaders, one on no 
free orchestrations regardless and the other forbids pub- 
lisher to pay for a leader’s special arrangements 


NEW YORK, July 31.—Approximately 60 publishers of popular music will 
gather in one of the meeting rooms of the Hotel Astor tonight to talk over the 
code completed in accordance with NRA requirements, the salient features of 
which were printed in last week’s issue of The Billboard. Since then two items 
have been added, one pertaining to orchestrations, it having been decided to 
charge all comers for these regardless of who the orchestra leader may be. Second 
team is to the effect that all special arrangements will be paid for by the musical 


conductor who wishes them made. 

John G. Paine, chairman of the board, 
of the Music Publishers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, the pop music publishers’ or- 
ganization, has sent out a letter to all 
members telling them that the code has 
been completed and that they adopt it 
forthwith at the meeting to be held to- 
night. Paine has invited non-members 
of MPPA, as well as those in the fold, 
since the code will affect them as well 
as MPPA members once it is adopted by 
the majority of the publishers and 
okehed by the NRA commissioners. 

In two well-filled pages Paine has out- 
lined the situation from every angle in 
making known the situation of the 
sheet-music industry and the dire need 
for immediate action. He strongly urges 
the music men to not only adopt the 
code, but otherwise live up to every ef- 
fort to comply with President Roose- 
velt’s recent radio speech asking for the 
co-operation of all industries and em- 
ployers. Paine also reminded the pub- 
lishers that adoption of the code may 
mean the return and profitable mer- 
chandising of sheet music to some 6,000 
dealers who have fallen by the wayside 
and closed their doors. Less than 3,000 
now remain. 


Youngstown Opening Set 
YOUNGSTOWN, O., July 29.—Opening 
date for the fall season at the former 
RKO Palace, dark since last spring, now 
controlled by Chatfield Theaters, Inc., 
has been set for August 19. Policy will 
be split-week vaudefilm, the stage shows 
dividing the week with the Palace at 
Akron, a unit of the same chain. 


Vaudeville Corporation To 
Readjust Booking System 


LONDON, July 18.—A definite attempt 
to book performers on a straight “no- 
commission” scheme and to meet the 
present depression on an economic basis 
is the outline of the policy adopted by 
the National Vaudeville Corporation, 
which body came into being this week. 
Prominent vaudeville executives are in- 
terested in the idea. Artists with book- 
able acts are asked to readjust their 
salaries to bring them within the 
marketable reach of managers and book- 
ers, who in turn are asked to give vaude- 
ville a much-needed boost and open up 
their books. Should the idea grow it 
will mean the abolition of the smaller 
agencies. 


Boom in North of England 


LONDON, July 18.—M. Voss, chair- 
man of the British Theater Corporation, 
is taking over control of the Manchester 
Hippodrome and Ardwick Empire, both 
Stoll theaters, and will put in full vaude 
with Jack Hylton, the famous band 
leader, as managing director. The new 
control will operate from September 4, 
The same corporation will open the 
Royal Court Theater, Liverpool, with 
vaudeville August 7 and the Pavillion 
August 14.

NBC and CBS each reports slump from previous years— 
June was expected to be season’s low point —new busi- 
ness signed gives hope for good August pickup

NEW YORK, July 31.—Revenue from sale of network facilities for both Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company and Columbia Broadcasting System reached the 
low point of the year during July, when both chains sold time for a total of 
$1,809,473. This is the lowest July combined sales of the chains since 1929, when 
July of that year saw a combined revenue of a iittle over $1,300,000. NBC did 
$1,364,059 dollars during July, as against $1,512,139 in June of this year. This 


compares with the sum of $1,825,433,for 
July, 1932. 

CBS sold $445,414 worth of time dur- 
ing July, which compares with $553,056 
done in June. In July of last year, CBS 
gathered $591,183 in facilities revenue. 

While both chains hoped that June 
would prove the low point of the sea- 
son, July managed to slip a little, as was 
foreseen last spring. However, some im- 
provement of late gave hope for a better 
July showing. New business signed by the 
chains gives every indication of August 
showing a good gain over July, altho 
August of last year saw less time sold 
than for the month of July, 1932. 


No Vacation for 
Royal in Europe 


NEW YORK, July 31—John Royal, 
vice-president and program director of 
the National Broadcasting Company, will 
not take an extended vacation in Europe 
as recently reported, but will remain 
here, due to press of many important 
matters in regard to the opening of 
Radio City about November 1.

NEW YORK, July 31.—Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum Corporation suffered a net loss 
of $10,695,503 after taxes, interest, de- 
preciation of capital assets, amortization 
of leaseholds, loss on investments and 
capital assets, and other deductions in 
1932, but before providing for dividends 
in arrears on the cumulative preferred 
stocks of subsidiaries. 


This loss includes a net loss of 
$4,316,844 the same period of the Or- 
pheum Circuit, RKO Western Corpora- 
tion, RKO Southern Corporation, RKO 
Theaters Operating Corporation, Toledo 
Theaters and Realty Company and their 
subsidiaries, but before providing for 
dividend accumulations on subsidiary 
preferred stocks. 

The companies named and certain 
subsidiaries have gone into receivership 
or bankruptcy since December 31, 1932. 

RKO has appropriated $24,474,941 as

Current assets, as of the begin- 
ning of this year, were $12.476,605, while 
Mabilities were $6,744.144, excluding 
funded debt payable within one year,

Taking Form 


Meeting called to hear what 
independent groups want 
—4 important points up

NEW YORK, July 31.—Motion picture 
code activities took definite form today 
when Sol. A. Rosenblatt, appointed by 
Commissioner Johnson, called a meeting 
at the Hotel Astor to listen to what 
the independent groups want. 

Committees are being appointed to 
take up four points in which the inde- 
pendent code differs from the Hays 
code. These points are the rights of 
theater owners to buy pictures on the 
same basis with the producer-owned 
circuits, the elimination of block book- 
ing, the separation of exhibition and 
production in the industry, and the ob- 
jection to the moral overlordship of 
Will Hays in deciding what pictures are 
moral and what are not under the Hays 
moral code, which has been in effect 
for several years in the production cen- 
ters. 

Many producing distributors who own 
theater circuits are already trying to 
divorce their interests and this will 
take time. Block booking is more in 
favor than disfavor with the exhibitors 
in general. The right of the producer to

-—— HELP WANTED!——; 


Survey of Nation Shows Signs 


Of Widespread “Flesh” Return 


Predictions all point to increases in playing time over 
past few years in all sections—Midwest hopeful—Coast 
reports best prospects in four years

NEW YORK, July 29.—Vaudeville has turned the corner if predictions as to 


the coming season prove true. 


Tnat holds not only for the East, but for other 


sections of the country as well. With various factors entering into the equation, 
including the Hollywood labor strike, the curtailment of film product, national 
prosperity and the general current trend back to “flesh,” the demand for stage 


shows looks to be on the increase, with 
best in three or four years if the hopes 
long in the doldrums, looks particularly 
good at present, with Los Angeles re- 
porting the best prospects in four years 
and San Francisco claiming the outlook 
has never been better. Chicago looks 
good, Boston is as yet a bit doubtful and 
the Midwest generally is extremely hope- 
ful for a good-sized “flesh” return. 
The only discordant note comes from 
New Orleans, which has been beset by 
labor troubles, but the South expects 
a definite spurt in vaude with the 
formation and working out cof the 
plans for the return of the Inter- 
state Time. That now appears very close 
to fruition. 


CHICAGO, July 29.—JIndications are 
that there will be considerable vaude- 
ville time booked out of here this com- 
ing season, altho it is a bit early to list 


nany definite spots. Inquiries received 
by booking agents from theaters desir- 
ing flesh attractions in the fall lead 


them to believe that the coming season 
will find more houses on their books 
than have been there for several sea- 
sons. Many managers of circuit houses 
have been pressing their superiors for 
acts and their chances for getting them 
are considered good as the executives 
have come to the realization that some- 
thing more than pictures is needed. 

The RKO Chicago office, Dick Bergen, 
booker, has only six definite days lined 
up at present, starting September 3, when 
St. Joseph, Mo.; Leavenworth, Kan., end 
Jefferson City, Mo., open. They expect 
to have 6 to 10 weeks’ time on their 
books by September. 

The Leo Salkin Agency starts booking 
five acts into the Palace, Milwaukee, 
Wis., the last of August, but whether 
it will be a full week or split week has 
not yet been decided. 

Billy Diamond has a full week at the 
State-Lake, Chicago, and a full week at 
the Alhambra, Milwaukee, Wis. Expects 
to get back all his old houses of last 
season, which will mean three or four 
more weeks 

The William Morris office has 10 days 
in Chicago at present and a full week 
at the Ambassador, St. Louis, Mo., booked 
by Nan Elliott and Sam Bramson. With- 
in six weeks Balaban & Katz will use a 


full week split betwen two of their 
Chicago houses, Green Bay, Wis., will 
again use three days and St. Charles, 


Ill., two days.” There is a strong possi- 
bility of other Balaban & Katz houses 
going back to flesh together with three 
Warner Brcthers’ houses, which will add 


another five weeks’ time to the Morris 
books. Several smaller bookers who have 
been lining up houses during the sum- 
mer will have four to eight days of one- 
day bookings 

The vaudeville outlook in the Chicago 
territory very encouraging for the 


coming season. 
LOS ANGELES, July 29.—On the West 
Coast and particularly in the Southern 


California section vaudeville is in its 
healthiest conditicn in the last four 
years. At present five downtown de 
luxers are presenting flesh attractions 
and another is offering brief presenta- 


tions, while out in Hollywood two thea- 
ters are offering entertainment. 
In addition to the local time Los An- 
geles bookers have more than 10 weeks 
of playing time outside of the city. 
Downtown Fanchon & Marco at the 
Paramount are using from six to eight 
acts each week in addition to a band 
of 20 men; Loew’s State is offering five

now held are fulfilled. The West Coast, 


acts, an emsee and a band of 15; War- 
ner Bros.’ Downtown has five acts and 
a band; the Million Dollar uses six acts 
every week, and the Hippodrome uses 
six on a split week. The RKO Hill- 
street had a recent try at using vaude- 
ville and after a five-week go dropped 
its flesh after losing nearly $20,000. 
Outside of this vaudeville is meaning 
much at the box offices of the down- 
town picture palaces. Loew’s State, after 
playing Fanchon & Marco units for 
years, tried straight pictures for six 
months with the house dipping in the 
red two-thirds of the time. With 
vaudeville reinstated in this house the 
box office is showing a weekly profit. 

Out in Hollywood Warner Brothers 
are using six acts at their Hollywood 
Theater and are spending plenty for 
name attractions. Grauman’s Chinese, 
the other flesh spot, is using more than 
100 people in its prolog to Gold Diggers 
of 1933. 

Outside of Los Angeles things are 
equally as good. At Long Beach the 
State and the Fox-West Coast are both 
counting on their vaudeville days to 
carry the week thru to a profit. In 
Santa Barbara, Fresno and San Pedro 
Warner Brothers are using vaudeville 
with more than satisfactory returns. 

At the present time there is a large 
variety of standard turns on the Coast 
and bookers are experiencing ro dif- 
ficulty in laying out real vaudeville pro- 
grams, Which in a measure will add to 
the life of flesh on the Coast. 


BOSTON, Mass., July 25.—The Scollay 
Square, Publix’s only vaudeville house, 
is still the ace house here for straight 
vaudeville and pictures, showing eight 
acts a week with an occasional relapse 
of a colored floor show. E. A. Vincent 
is too gocd a showman to miss one of 
these, altho he has done a swell job 
keeping vaude in. The Bowdoin Square 
uses six acts on a split week. RKO 
Keith's, playing pictures ahead, has six 
acts, sometimes more and sometimes a 
musical. Now closed, the Keith-Boston 
will have six acts in August. Loew’s 
Orpheum, lately back in the vaude list,

Two field men for the East have already 
been appointed and they are Eddie 
Alexander, formerly of the act of Alex- 
ander and Olsen, and Jules Delmar, 
former RKO booker, agent and club 
booker. 

Pantages is desirous of having “flesh” 
go into his houses on the Coast the 
middle of August and is expecting the 
shows from here as well as Chicago. 
The first bill will probably be headed 
by Aimee Semple McPherson, with 
whom Pantages currently in negotiating. 
That would mean that the Pantages 
Booking Office, Ltd., of which Hamid 
and Fisher are partners, will get under 
way the middle of August. The Office 
quarters will start being prepared Au- 
gust 1 and, as printed before, will be on 
the 15tn floor of the Bond Building, 
alongside the present quarters of Hamid.

NEW YORK, July 29.—The Amalga- 
mated Booking Service, subsidiary of the 
Ed Wynn chéin and of which George A. 
Godfrey is president, is enlarging its 
activities to go far beyond the original 
thought of it being only a vaude book- 
ing office. The company is preparing 
to set up several departments to be de- 
voted to fairs, clubs, legit and pictures. 
In the meantime progress is being made 
towards establishing a representative 
vaude book, with field men being ap- 
pointed and houses being lined up. 


As was printed in the exclusive story 
two weeks ago, Godfrey is president, Ed 
Wynn is chairman of the executive com- 
mittee and Gta Gygi is vice-president 
Other officers chosen since are Graham 
Adams, secretary, and Nelson Grove, 
treasurer. These new officers are both 
financial men and in close contact with 
the powers of the Amalgamated Broad- 
casting System. 

The two field men appointed are Gen- 
eral Pisano, formerly in vaude with a 
sharpshooting act, and Henry Bellit, 
RKO agent-producer. They will scout 
the East and Midwest for houses, and 
more field men will be appointed later. 
The company has already landed one 
house for vaude. It is the Circle, in 
Columbus Circle, which will start using 
ABS vaude August 16 under a split- 
week policy. Considerably more houses 
are anticipated in view of the reaction 
of numerous operators approached. 

The company at present is seeking to 
select heads of the various departments 
planned. Godfrey is sending out calls 
for various men in those branches of 
the business. The club department has 
already made progress, one club date al- 
ready secured. This is the Spa, Long 
Beach, where a show went in last night. 
Florence Richardson’s Band is there and 
the floor show includes Sam Bernard II. 


Vermont Flesh Up 


BURLINGTON, Vt., July 29.—Number 
of movie theaters in this territory that 
have never tried flesh acts are now 
using them as added attractions and say 
that stage presentations have helped 
box-office grosses considerably. There 
are a large number of acts barnstorming 
about Vermont and even the smallest 
movie houses are being solicited for 
dates. 


N. Y. Palace-Brandt Deal 
Not Consummated as Yet 


NEW YORK, July 29.—While it ap- 
pears most probable that the RKO Pal- 
ace here will be subleased to William 
and Harry Brandt on a_ rental and 
profit-sharing plan, the deal has not 
been consummated as yet.

Another bidder for the Palace is Max 
Rudnick, but RKO is not inclined to 
this prospect inasmuch as Rudnick’s in- 
tention is to put burlesque into the 
house.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Billy Rose’s 
Crazy Quilt opens for RKO August 19 
in Albany, and the circuit holds about 
14 weeks for the unit. However, the 
dates are subject to cancellation pro- 
vided the unit does not meet with the 
approval of the circuit. 

There is a possibility of Loew picking 
up the show after the RKO dates are 
completed, probably playing it at the 
Capitol.

NEW YORK, July 29.—RKO’s Vaude- 
ville Collection Agency has dwindled 
down to just another duty after having 
been in existence for many years and 
being one of the biggest money makers 
for the various vaude companies that 
led up to the growth of RKO. This 
week the department, which has been 
handled alone lately by Mrs. M. Marks, 
was turned over to Harty Mosely, of the 
auditing department, in addition to his 
other duties. Mrs. Marks was retired on 
a pension after having been with the 
company for about 20 years. 

The Collection Agency holds no rev- 
enue for RKO at all, inasmuch as the 
circuit vaude is down to the lowest 
figure ever in the history of that cir- 
cuit’s vaude. However, the firm is not 
desirous of abandoning the agency en- 
tirely, as it still wants to keep whatever 
good will of the agents is left. The 
agency deducts 10 per cent of an act’s 
salary, passing 5 per cent along to the 
booking office, and of the other 5 per 
cent 1 per cent goes to the Collection 
Agency and the 4 per cent to the agent. 

When stating that Mrs. Marks was 
retired on a pension, Harold B. Franklin 
stated that RKO is the only major cir- 
cuit to still retain that benefit to em- 
ployees. He mentioned that the pen- 
sion fund has from $40,000 to $50,000 
and that it is carrying about 25 former 
employees, who are receiving from $15 
to $25 weekly. Formerly the pension 
fund was supported by a $5 fee taxed 
to the theaters, but the revenue re- 
cently has been gained from another 
source. All passes given out by the 
circuit carry a charge of 10 cents, and 
after the federal tax is taken out the 
balance of the 10-cent charge is turned 
over to the pension fund. 


Detroit’s Show Boat 


DETROIT, July 29.—A floating night 
club is being offered Detroit on the 
steamer Put-In-Bay every Saturday 
night.

The road shows then were yanked at 
least until autumn business begins to 
appear, or until a working agreement 
may be made with the Wilbur-Kincey 
circuit, operating thru Georgia and 
Alabama. 

Meanwhile an effort will be made to 
continue nome-produced vaudeville in 
Miami, where, at the Paramount, good 
support has been checked. The first 
unit, comprised of night club enter- 
tainers now in the area, featured Wally 
Vernon, former RKO and F. & M. co- 
median, backed by Lem Barton's orches- 
tra from Vernon’s Village Barn. 

Enough talent is believed to either be 
in retirement in the area or working at 
various night spots to bridge the gap 
until Sparks begins sending in new 
units.

Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 29) 
(First Show) 


A nice show again this week, with 
Lanny Ross headlining, and Charles 
(Slim) Timblin providing the comedy 
punch in the next-to-last frame. Only 
drawback was lack of femme appeal, 
only three gals appearing in the entire 
show. One of those was blacked up in 
Timblin’s act, and another, of Lewis and 
Moore, played stooge during most of 
the second frame. Attendance was 
pretty sparse at the start of the first 
show opening day, but by the end it 
had picked up considerably. Picture is 
Ann Harding and William Powell in 
Double Harness (Radio). 

Marinoff’s Russian Art Circus, a 
act, starts things off excellently after 
Charles Stein has led the pit boys thru 
the overture. The dogs work without 
anybody on the stage to direct them, 
and keep away from the usual tricks of 
dog acts. They end things by acting 
out a little playlet in ace fashion and 
go off to heavy thunder. A well above 
average opener. 

Lewis and Moore follow with comedy 
cross fire and some very nice tap danc- 
ing. The gal stooges for most of the 
act, coming in for some eccentric hoof- 
ing and the stair tap that finishes the 
turn. The pair would do well to stick 
to their daNcing and let most of the 
comedy go. It’s ineffective, and a lot 
of the lines are blue without being 
funny. 

Lanny Ross follows to sing When Irish 
Eyes Are Smiling, Love Is the Thing, 
Sweetheart Darlin’, Take a Pair of 
Sparkling Eves from The Gondoliers and, 
as encore, Night and Day. He introduces 
the Gilbert and Sullivan song by saying 
that it would be a mistake not to in- 
clude one song by that pair in a pro- 
gram of this type, and he got a huge 
hand for his performance of it, which 
was excellent. Other singers, please 
note. Ross had too much makeup for 
so small a house, but that’s probably 
remedied by this time. He doesn’t use 
a mike, which is a godsend, and he 
doesn’t need to. His sweet, excellently 
managed voice gets full effect from the 
numbers. 

Charles (Slim) Timblin is in next- 
to-shut, assisted by Val Russell and 
Warren Boyd in the marriage scene. He 
does that, preceded by the _ colored 
preacher bit, and the customers re- 
sponded warmly to the uproarious ma- 
terial and delivery. 

Ray, Ellis and LaRue, two men and a 
lass, closed in a fine dance flash, replete 
with talent, sock routines and a great 
amount of production care. They open 
with a lovely ballroom adagio, and one 
of the men follows with a drunk bit. 
And then comes the undersea ballet, 
performed behind scrim, a sock adagio 
routine beautifully performed. It ends 
with the appearance of an octopus, 
which carries the gal up toward the 
flies, and her fall from its tentacles to 
the arms of the men. A sock close. 

Running time is just under an hour.

Academy, New York 
(Reviewed Wednesday Evening, July 26) 

While the program is highly enter- 
taining, there is something sadly lacking, 
which has been the case consistently in 
bookings for this house of late. The 
need is a sock name—something to 
build around, and something for the 
customer to take away with him. As it 
was tonight there was no knockout. Pix 
suited the fans, being Bill Boyd, he-man 
brawl artist, in Emergency Call. 

The Four Franks, youngsters who ap- 
pear to range from 12 or 14 years to about 
21, need a guiding hand to shape out 
their act. They are grand little show- 
men, these three gals and their brother, 
with some nicely developed talent in 
hoofing, class comedy, impersonation and 
song, and they toot a mean sax and 
cornet besides. They should start act 
with the hoof or comedy instead of in- 
strumental stuff and build up to that 
as finale. They drew ovt a grand hand 
reaction. Played in third spot. 

Three Blue Streaks led with nicely 
accomplished roller skating and grabbed 
applause after performing the announced 
feat whereby the 110-pound man whirls 
twice his weight, in the form of the 
two damsels. 

Delivery Boys, Joe Schuster and 
Johnny Tucker, of the ether, are 
naturals for vaudeville, being distinctive 
types that belong on the boards. In 
colorful sport clothes they impersonate 
many stars, not especially well, but 
funny, and prize is the emulation of 
President Roosevelt, which is perfect 
mode! of the nation’s biggest. star. They 
won the hands in second spot. 


Slate Brothers spring some _ swell 
knockabout stuff, and while they're not 
the best hoofers that ever lived, they 
give you that impression by their en- 
thusiasm. The grand slam is the use 
of a dummy gal in adagio, in which the 
dummy hits the floor for a knockout, 
curtain down and a real live gal gets up 
off the stage to everyone’s amazement 
and walks off. A rousing cheer and ap- 
plause for these brothers’ originality in 
their act. 

Leroy Smith and his ork are excellent 
musical entertainment, in good taste ex- 
cept for the curtain drop and border, 
which are hideous. You can tell Smith 
is an artist by his appearance; then he 
proves it by the music. While the act 
is sepia, it hasn’t that bdlare of Harlem 
that forgets the harmony involved. Two 
femme songsters, Aros Andrews, of 
Rhapsody in Black, and Edith Wilson, of 
Hot Chocolates, and three darktown 
hoofers and singers fill out the act, 
which received a heavy and steady hand 
at the close. 

Al Curtis at the organ provided a 
chance for tne patrons to sing their 
favorite songs, and a guest conductor 
handled the fine little Academy ork 
without trouble.

Milton Berle, who has been held over 
another week, is the big noise again on 
the current bill. Last week, his initial 
appearance here, Berle went Over like 
a house afire. At the performance 
caught today he wasn’t so hot, and the 
reason can be laid on the material he is 
using. He will have to be more careful 
in his selection of quips and stories if 
he desires to stay longer. Vulgarity 
seems to be the byword this week and 
it becomes obnoxious and Berle a bit 
wearisome. The bill as it runs is not 
vaudeville, but rather a number of acts 
used as interludes between Berle’s ses- 
sions of talk. 

After an excellent overture, Manhat- 


.tan Serenade, admirably played by Dan- 


ny Russo and his orchestra, there is a 
really funny newsreel gag about Berle, 
who then comes on, uses up a few min- 
utes and introduces the Virginia O’Brien 
Girls, who do a chorus-dancing routine 
before a familiar illuminated Broadway 
drop. Georgie Tapps does two very fine 
tap routines that got a good hand. A 
blackout with three beds, three girls 
and Berle followed and he then mauled 
around a bit with Madeline Kileen dur- 
ing the singing of I’ll Take an Option 
on You. 

Sid Gary took the splotlight and sang 
several songs over the mike and p.-a. 
system. Opened with Without a Song 
and then did I’ve Got To Sing a Torch 
Song, I’ve Got To Pass Your House and 
I’ve Got the World on a String in his 
rich baritone voice. Then did several 
impressions of Arthur Tracey, Singin’ 
Sam, Morton Downey and Harry Rich- 
man and went over as the sock hit 
of the show. 

Berle then did an Eddie Cantor imita- 
tion and introduced Peggy Hopkins 
Joyce, who made a brief appearance and 
gageed with Berle. Next was a hospital 
blackout with the old picnic joke and a 
risque parody sung by Berle to tune of 
Along Came Love, which actually drew 
gasps from the women in the audience. 
Sid Gary was brought back to sing 
Lord, You Made the Night Too Long, in 
order that Berle could sing a parody 
on it. 

Danny Russo and his Orchestra, now 
on the stage, played Adorable, My 
Darlin’; Under a Blanket of Blue, which 
was vocalized by Madeline Kileen, and 
Marvelous. Georgie Tapps did a great 
tap number to the tune of Ravel's 
Bolero that was a hit. Finale was Dinah 
played by the band and sung by Sid 
Gary while the O’Brien Girls and Berle 
danced.

Earle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, July 28) 
(First Show) 


This week’s show is unpretentious 
with a few fairly well-known name acts, 
none of special drawing caliber. It 
seemed rather slow, top-heavy in vocal 
acts and short on comedy. The house 
was seated rather solid about two-thirds 
of the way back, due, perhaps, to the 
cool weather or to the fact that radio 
names create a certain following. 

Opener is Valfy Pastine and St. Clair 
with some smooth ballroom dancing, 
nicely timed and in the proper spirit. 
Followed by Aunt Jemina, in her well- 
known garb, and some real warbling of 
blues songs. Tess Gardella, billed as 
the Original Aunt Jemina, knows how 


to put a song over and she builds with 
enough hotcha stepping to get her a 
real hand. Always goes over well here 
and this time was no exception, rating 
one of the best on the bill. 

Trey spot goes to Walter (Okay) 
O’Keefe, who has an easy, informal man- 
ner and a number of jokes, some of 
them a bit too close to religious topics. 
His patter and the verses of some of his 
songs seemed better adapted to night- 
club use, being a bit raw for a family 
audience, but everything registered well 
and he rated a good hand. 

Another radio name, the Three Keys, 
brought music from a banjo, a voice 
and a piano. Good harmony stuff, but 
on the stage the singers seem to think 
they must be doing something all the 
time and “act” up a bit too much. 
Black-Eyed Susan and Jig Time among 
the best numbers. 

Doug Leavitt and Ruth Lockwood 
have a bit of comedy for the closing 
act. The piano accompanist works with 
them to introduce their numbers and 
they have a female stooge who is a 
scream with one of the funniest make- 
ups on the stage. Act opens a bit cold 
with fooling that doesn’t take, then 
pianist introduces skit showing girl and 
boy in love. This is followed by an- 
other, after they are married, that is 
fairly funny. Best skit is one in which 
two deaf people sit next to each other 
in the movies and have a crazy conver- 
sation. The stooge has a few entrances 
in the early part and a wow at the 
finish when she appears as Cupid with 
a pan that would stop a rocket. Pianist 
plays a medley between skits and helps 
tie the act together, but more tighten- 
ing would help.

Loew’s State, New York 

(Reviewed Friday Evening, July 28) 

Another bad week for the State as far 
as the booking of the vaude show is con- 
cerned, and it seems to be the same 
way at the b. o. from the looks of the 
poor business at this supper show open- 
ing day. The vaude is a layout of five 
acts, with a troupe of Chester Hale Girls 
thrown in, headlined by the Pat Rooneys. 
Picture is Sylvia Sidney in Jennie Ger- 
hardt, which recently played the neigh- 
boring Paramount Theater. 

The current “flesh” is nowhere near 
up to the standard, even tho there’s an 
m. c. and the Hale troupe. Runs en- 
tirely too long, an hour and 32 minutes, 
which is the fault of Bert Walton, the 
m. c., who does 23 minutes on his own 
and takes a lot of time between acts. 
There's no punch to the layout until the 
time the Rooneys take the stage in the 
next-to-closing spot, the rest of the go- 
ing being uneventful. Walton, how- 
ever, doesn’t do so badly in his own spot 
ahead of the Rooneys. 

Chester Hale Girls, 24 of them, open 
the proceedings with a roller-skating 
routine. The lasses handle themselves 
adeptly on the four-wheelers, and work 
at neat numbers. The locomotive im- 
pression, the finale, is very clever. It’s 
the stuff the girls did at the Capitol re- 
cently. 

Radio Aces follow to okeh returns with 
their radio-styled act before the mike. 
Three boys, formerly of the Four Sharps, 
do harmony singing, while another lad 
strums the guitar. They've got a dif- 
ferent singing style and use clever ar- 
rangéments. Top this off with impres- 
sions of radio celebs. 

Saranoff, Carrie and Eddy, aided by 
Alfred Brower and Elsa Lang, do nicely 
also with their flash, altho Saranoff is 
entirely out of place in the act. His 
dialectic brand of comedy for m. c. 
purposes doesn’t blend with the ex- 
cellent dancing and singing effort of the 
rest of the company. Carrie and Btidy 
do splendid adagio numbers; Brower 
does neat hocking and Miss Lang sings 
effectively. Production is a keynote of 
the act. 

Bert Walton, after faring mildly as 
m. c., made a better showing in his own 
spot. This is due to his work with the 
audience plant. On its own Walton’s 
chatter doesn’t mean much, but with 
the stooge he pulls the laughs. The 
stooge has a good pair of pipes besides. 

Pat Rooney and his son stepped on to 
a pleasant entrance hand and they left 
to a good-sized mitting. Senior cer- 
tainly is a clever showman, selling that 
talk, singing and dancing for all and 
more than it’s worth. Son helps him 
out expertly. Walton brought Senior 
back at the finale to tell the audience 
that he was working with a couple of 
broken ribs, the result of being acci- 
dentally hit with a golf club. 

Three White Flashes, roller skaters, 


with the Hale girls again on the skates, 
closed. Opening routine took the edge 
of this, otherwise it would have been a 
much better finish. The Flashes are 
corking skaters, and the troupe again 
works effectively. SIDNEY HARRIS. 


Paramount, Newark, N. J. 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, July 24) 


This Paramount Theater is a class 
house, what with its modern de luxe 
trimmings, but the combo program isn't 
in keeping with the theater's appearance. 
To see a cheaply and poorly booked 
vaude layout in so nice-looking a thea- 
ter is a shame. Still, business seems to 
be good, the lower floor being comfort- 
ably tenanted at this viewing. Runs 
full week, the same as the neighboring 
Proctor’s Palace, which will no longer 
be “flesh” opposish in August when 
vaude is given the go-bye. 

The vaude, if you can call it that, 
comprised five acts and ran 79 minutes. 
Closing act did 33 minutes alone, and 
shaped up like a unit. Was a big flash, 
and that was bad because there was a 
flash in the trey spot. Audience wasn’t 
receptive at all, sitting on their hands 
and snickering at comedy. Master Jay 
Bee, however woke them up all right, but 
it was unfortunate that it had to come 
so late in the bill. 

Ray Vaughn opened nicely with his 
xylophone act, in which a girl assists 
him. He wields the hammers over the 
slats capably and tries hard to sell his 
stuff with a nice brand of showmanship, 
The girl does a mild tap dance. 

Lew Cameron found the deuce spot as 
dead as a doornail. Laughs and applause 
weren’t there at all. Cameron appear to 
be a funny enough fellow, with his 
gabbing and acro stuff, but his act itself 
isn’t up to mark. A blonde assists okeh 
as foil and singer. 

Mills and Rhea Revue, five-people 
flash, didn’t mean much to the bill 
either. It’s a skimpy flash—no life to 
the staging or looks, and not much 
talent either. Hoofing thruout, except 
for incidental warbling. The billed boys 
step as general hoofers go, while their 
support comprises a team of precision- 
stepping girls and a girl acro soloist. 

Dave Vine, next-to-closing, managed 
to eke out some laughs and applause, but 
he had a tough time doing it. Gab 
doesn’t appear to register here, and any- 
way Vine’s material isn’t too much the 
registering kind. He'd do a whole lot 
by getting himself new and worthy 
chatter. 

Manhattan Moods, an overgrown flash 
with acts thrown in to give it a unit 
resemblance, hardly meant a thing in 
the closing frame. Only hit was made 
by Master Jay Bee, nowhere near his 
teens, who can compare with showmen 
many times his age. He sells his stuff 
grandly and works with considerable en- 
thusiasm. He's good at handing out gab 
and a song, and packs a wallop with his 
speedy stepping. Rest of the act has a 
mixed team, Guyer and Duffy, who offer 
East Side romance chatter as well as 
song-dance stuff, a boy singer, a 12-girl 
line and a couple of girl soloists.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Radio City Music Hall, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Afternoon, July 27) 
(First Show) 


The feature of this week's Music Hall 
stage show is the appearance of Wiley 
Post, which is beautifully handled in 
both ads and presentation. It’s done in 
@ quiet and dignified way, with Post 
working before the mike in an inter- 
view with James Wallington, of NBC. 

And how the show needs Post! Except 
for Bob Ripa, he’s the only point of 
interest in the layout, which includes 
two numbers, parts of which were used 
here before. The picture is a total loss 
—Fox’s The Devil’s in Love, with Victor 
Jory and Loretta Young. Mr. 
however, Manages to pull them in. At 
the first show opening day the place 
was even more mobbed than usual. 

The layout starts with an overture, 
Russlandia, played by Erno Rapee and 
orchestra and sung by the singing 
ensemble, Viola Philo and Jan Peerce. 
It’s too long and it features the singers 
in @ Russian banquet scene, thereby 
allowing the customers to choose be- 
tween music and mujiks. 

With the curtain up on a formalized 
tree that looks more like an overgrown 
cactus, The Shepherd’s Dream follows. 
The ballet gals, in Watteau-like cos- 
tumes, do a dance with their shepherd's 
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crooks that’s been seen here before, and 
then Patricia Bowman and Arthur 
Mahoney interpret the dream, Mahoney 
being a bumpkin who falls asleep under 
the tree and Miss Bowman the maiden 
who descends to him on a purple prop 
moon. 

The first amusement is offered when 
the Roxyettes do a number tagged The 
March of the Cookie Soldiers, preceded 
by the singing chorus and an unbilled 
sister team. An effective oven set (with 
flames) opens up to show the Roxyettes 
on their tray, and then they gradually 
come to life for a cute and amusing 
routine. 

The newsreel ends with a buildup for 
Post cleveriy worked in, and then comes 
his personal appearance. Wallington 
introduces him and the flyer is greeted 
with a howling storm of applause, the 
greatest ovation yet heard in the Music 
Hall. The interview material is inter- 
esting and often humorous, and Post 
has a naive and charming delivery that 
puts it over excellently. There was 
another ovation as he finished. 


The layout ends with a_ typically 
heavy production number, part of which 
has been used here before. It's called 
Cherry Blossoms (“a Japanese idyll,” 
says the program hopefully) and has 
members of the singing ensemble 
ranged on the ramps and ballet kids, in 
lovely silver costumes, doing a dance on 
the apron before a huge Jap screen. 
They leave and Bob Ripa comes in—in 
Jap costume, no less. The costume fails 
to hamper his work, however, which is 
as grand as ever and which was greeted 
with heavy applause thruout. A child 
sitting behind this reporter said, while 
watching him work, “It can’t be true!” 
That’s the ultimate appreciation of his 
difficult tricks. 


The set opens to show a huge Buddha 
with the orchestra in his lap and the 
Roxyettes, in pretty red costumes, on 
for an ace routine. Then the ork ele- 
vator rises with a set that’s been used 
here before, Miss Bowman dances, Miss 
Philo and Peerce sing and the ballet 
kids return in the ugly pseudo-Jap cos- 
tumes that have also been used before. 
Cherry blossoms fall from the flies and 
an overpowering perfume pervades the 
house for the finale. Cigarets are 
almost a necessity to drown out the 
smell.

Original Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, July 28) 
(First Show) 

A nice layout at the Original Roxy 
again this week, with a distinct Spanish 
slant. Tito Guizar, singer and guitarist, 
is headliner, and is supported, among 
others, by the Hernandez Brothers, 
Gypsy Nina and Alice Kellerman, who 
features a gypsy dance. 

Layout starts with the orchestra un- 
der Dave Schooler’s baton appearing in 
the pit for a change. They play an 
overture of classical bits, including 
Rimsky-Korsakov and Tschaikowsky, and 
play it excellently as usual. During the 
music eight showgirls come out and 
drape themselves at the wings. They've 
been added to the Gae Foster unit of 
24 gals, and they're entirely unnecessary. 
They fail to add any particular flash, 
and taken as a whole they're not as 
pretty as the dancing gals who do the 
grand routines in the house troupe. 

The overture over, the 24 Foster kids 
go thru a grand duel routine and then 
escort Les Ghezzis to the apron. The 
latter perform their excellent acrobatics 
and hand-to-hand balancing, encoring 
with the black bottom upside down, 
which sent them off to a heavy hand. 

Walter Nillson follows with his ex- 
cellent unicycling. He scores nicely 
with his various weird cycling machines 
and goes off to a good hand. He, in 
turn, is followed by the Hernandez 
Brothers, three of them, who do guitar 
stuff, while the Foster gals, in front 
of an inexplicable Venice set, drape 
themselves in pretty poses. One of the 
brothers indulges in a melody on the 
saw, and then the gals introduce Alice 
Kellerman (niece of the swimming 
Annette), who does an excellent rou- 
tine. She's a very pretty lass and she 
has talent. 

Schooler next announces Gypsy Nina 
and her accordion. She plays and sings 
a couple of numbers to excellent effect, 
and as she goes off to a swell hand 
the Runaway Four comes on for the 
grand clewning that they feature. Their 
whirlwind finish pulled them off to a 
swell hand, and Schooler, over the p.-a. 
£ystem, announces Tito Guizar. Young 
Mr. Guizar is extremely good looking, 
and his excellent voice gives full effect 
to the Spanish songs that he sings. 
His voice, incidentally, sounds as tho 
it would fill the Original Roxy even 


without the aid of a mike. He gets a 
real encore and sings Love Song of the 
Nile and then Take Me in Your Arms, 
as the Foster gals come out in really 
lovely white costumes, plus hoops with 
which they get into various formations. 
Various of the other principals again 
perform as the kids go thru their danc- 
ing. and the layout ends as usual with 
everybody back on stage and Guizar 
singing the theme song.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday, July 28) 

Joe Laurie Jr. and Memory Lane 
Stars are a sensation! Rarely is such 
continuous applause showered On a per- 
formance as was whole-heartedly strewn 
upon these “artists, mellowed by age,” 
as Laurie so fittingly describes ‘em in 
his positively demanded curtain speech. 

More than half the stage show of 80 
minutes took us back to the days of 
Tony Pastor’s and Miner’s music halls, 
and the time was too short. The dozen 
stars from 89 years down to youngsters 
of 62 are seated in the Memory Lane 
Barroom, where m. c. Laurie introduces 
‘em for their individual bits. And so 
well do they all surprise the audience 
that their ability is incredible; and 
contemplating the group and the years 
that have passed, it may inspire a tear 
along with applause. Gus Hill, actor- 
producer on the stage last week for 
the first time in 45 years, swings into 
action with the Indian clubs. William 
C. Handy plays his own composition, 
St. Louis Blues. on his cornet. Lizzie 
Wilson sings her Schnitzelburg song 
with chorus joining in. Annie Hart 
sings her Irish song and does a dance 
interpretation. Maxwell Trio gives ’em 
some swell harmony with the old tunes. 
Tommy Harris, the oldest of the kids, 
dances a couple of tricks like he did for 
Abraham Lincoln when he was a boy. 
Emma Francis at 62 taps and cart- 
wheels all over like a 16-year-old. Dave 
Genaro does his original cake-walk with 
her. Harry Brooks plays his banjo in 
inimitable fashion as they used to play 
without the pick. J. Rosamond John- 
son sings his Under the Bamboo Tree 
and Lezy Moon, and Bill Swan does 
Some tap and acro turns. Every one 
received a grand recognition. 

Spitalny led with three numbers 
Played unmusically, with but a spatter 
of reaction from the audience for his 
earnest effort to be different, followed 
by Herman Timberg and Herman Tim- 
berg Jr. in an act that should be 
shaved off at least five minutes. Her- 
man Sr. remains on stage for act while 
Junior and stooges are on and off for 
comedy, song and dance stuff that is 
distinctive. Unbilled gal also offers 
comedy and song. Junior has an un- 
usual style and their comic stuff brings 
out laughs and leaves the audience 1n a 
good humor for a nice hand. 

Chester Hale Girls in regular routines 
with that fascinating person, Vivian 
Faye, in her endless spirals conclude the 
arrangements and Miss Faye gets a re- 
call from out front. Ork section was 
filled except for last five rows on first 
shew for 35 cents, and was depleted for 
second show at 55-cent price. Picture 
was The Stranger’s Return (MGM).

The stage show at the Paramount this 
week consists of Fred Waring, his band 
and specialists and nothing else—but 
that’s plenty. Waring still has a grand 
outfit, he’s an eminently pleasant leader, 
and on the stage his act shapes up as 
ace entertainment. The customers were 
pounding hard thruout—and with rea- 
son. 

The routine is much the same as when 
Waring last appeared at the Palace about 
a year ago—tho the pop numbers are 
changed, and Babs and Her Brothers are 
new entrants in the specialties column. 
The 20 boys open with We're in the 
Money, and then follow with the college 
glee club special arrangement, this time 
of Stormy Weather. It’s grandly done, 
as always, with the Lane Sisters helping 
out from the wings. Waring next in- 
troduces Babs and the two boys, who 
sing with her. The lass is very pretty, 
but her self-conscious cuteness gets in 
your hair after a while.

Next. the two cute and charming Lane 
Sisters are introduced. They gag a bit 
with Waring, and then sing with him 
Shuffie Off to Buffalo. How’m I Doing, 
always a standby of the band, follows to 
good effect, and then Evalyn Nair comes 
on for a routine of her grand stepping. 
And then comes probably the outstand- 
ing piece of the routine, The Voice in 
the Old Village Choir, done the same 
way that it was at the Palace, with 
Schubert’s Ave Maria interpolated, sung 
by Stuart Churchill. This Churchill lad 
has a beautiful voice, of a caliber seldom 
heard in de luxe houses.

This act appears to be an elaboration 
on the former Carrie and Eddy Flash. 
New to the act are Saranoff and the two 
specialty people, Alfred Brower and Elsa 
Lang. Could be a splendid flash and 
all that, but Saranoff just doesn't be- 
long. His type of work has no call in 
this act, and when reviewed it showed 
thru clearly. The audience paid scant 
attention to his dialectic comedy in an 
m.-c. capacity. 

Carrie and Eddy give the act its class 
and entertainment. They are graceful 
and effective Cancers. Open with a ball- 
room adagio after a Dracula fashion, 
and their other number is an adagio 
trio before a very effective Buddha set.

Singing a medley of his scores in 
pleasing voice to his own accompani- 
ment, applause greets each tune. Cur- 
tain then hauls up on blue pastel scene 
with Harlem chorus and outstretched 
arm shadows on cyc; back to two, then 
a plain frame set with chorus within 
for hotcha tunes. Act won heavy ap- 
proval end caused patrons to stop the 
show for Arlen’s curtain bow.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 29.—Cabarets 
and night clubs are passing out of the 
picture ir. favor of the beer garden and 
it is a loca! prediction that the end of 
the present season will see the swan 
song of the former establishments. 


The night club, offspring of 
hibition, in the “new deal” pregianl 
with open beer selling (and repeal 
Promised) has nothing left to offer. 
The public seems apparently fed up 
with the usval run of floor shows and 
will not pay high cover charges when 
the new beer gardens, without cover 
charge and selling at normal prices, also 
offer entertainment 


Several local night club operators 
have announced it their last season and 
are plannirg for gardens. A checkup 
along the Boardwalk Sunday night re- 
vealed that Tendler’s Gardens, Penn- 
Sylvania avenue and "Walk; Herman’s 
Gardens, Steeplechase Pier; Sloppy Joe’s, 
Virginia avenue, and Black Eagle Tavern 
were all filled, with table space at a 
premium. 


Tendler’s Gardens have Hawaiians for 
enterta.nment and Black Eagle Tavern 
a Mexican band and floor show. This 
against a big Broadway revue at Chez 
Shamakin, New York avenue and ‘Walk, 
headed by Jack Pomeroy: another big 
revue with Brook Adams, Olive Brady 
and Thomas Barron at Traymore; Billy 
Van at Chelsea Club and Harry Carroll’s 
big revue at 500 Club. In all these 
latter places you could count the 
patrons on your fingers. 


Atlantic City Casino failed to open 
at all, while Gateway is doing fair with 
such names as Fred Waring, Ted Black 
and big revues. Virginia avenue casino 
is abandoned for good on account of 
beer. Side avenue beer places also do- 
ing good, while spots like the Golden 
Inn, Golden Slipper and Paradise are 
Striving hard to hold on. 


As one proprietor stated: “We can’t 
hope to compete. Our fees and over- 
head are too great to buck 10-cents-a 
glass places..in the city. While our 
shows should be a drawing card, the 
beer-garden men are getting wise to 
the trick and installing talent just as 
good with no extra charge. We just 
can’t do it. With the repeal of pro- 
hibition there would be no further need 
for the cabaret, so a good many of us 
are ducking out this year and reor- 
ganizing the supper-club idea on @& 
down-to-earth basis.”

Lower Priced Acts Getting Jobs 


As Sponsors Judge by Ear Only 


Agency men and artist bureaus alike predict many names 
are apt to go begging this season as clients buy more 


outlets with talent savings 


J 

NEW YORK, July 31.—After several seasons of wandering in the dark, led by 
the hand either by ad agencies or artists bureaus of networks, sponsors of im- 
portant programs are gradually coming around to the same viewpoint as that held 
by vaude theaters and are going for standard acts now, occasionally using a name, 
all according to the particular needs of the program in question. Whereas a year 
ago sponsors sought names, personalities and big reputations, they are now 
auditioning talent and judging the acts solely according to merit as it strikes 


their respective ears. Accordingly they 
are now more than willing to give a 
newcomer a break and back him, or take 
a chance on a novelty in an experi- 
mental way. Quality and sound, how- 
ever, are the two outstanding features 
they are using as a guide. 

That the standard act, comparatively 
speaking, is going to be the backbone 
of radio just as it was when vaudeville 
was at the height of its glory, is readily 
admitted by network artist bureau and 
program departments. When an imme- 
diate smash is needed, in case of strong 
competition or the ushering in of a 
new product, the chances are that a big 
name will be used as it is being done 
now. Which also parallels the theater 
situation. 

The headaches which usually go with 
names, temperamental or otherwise, and 
the miracles usually expected of the 
stars is one angle that sponsors are 
glad to lose. At the same time the 
standard type of act wears better as 
against an uneven performance by a star 
who must maintain a terrific pace to 
please everybody with every broadcast. 

Several big names now doing sustain- 
ing programs stand a good chance of 
not being sold commercial at all, an un- 
disguised fear held by the chain artist 
bureaus, who somewhat agree with the 
sponsors that the stars want too much 
money. Whatever the salary a year ago, 
the stars in question want a little more 
or at least the same figure. High salaries 
are being more or less *abooed by both 
agency and sponsor whenever possible. 
In fact, it is one of the reasons that 
the standard acts finally get a break. 

More time on the air, larger networks 
and otherwise a wider use of facilities 
and accompanying coverage is more de- 
sired as a way to spend additional money 
than on talent in the opinion of ad 
agencies looking after a client’s welfare. 
They predict a few names heretofore 
always on the job may go begging this 
coming season. They base this theory 
on the obvious point that the standard 
act has won out consistently of late at 
auditions against the name talent.

Lafount Covers Coast 


LOS ANGELES, July 29.—Harold A. 
Lafount, general radio commissioner, 
paid a short visit to the southland last 
week to inspect the methods of trans- 
mission of wireless messages across the 
Pacific Ocean and to receive complaints 
regarding local broadcasters and pro- 
grams. Lafount’s visit is part of a tour 
during which he is investigating radio 
conditions in the Western States and 
the island possessions of the United 
States. 

Commenting on his visit, Lafount 
said: “My principal purpose is to deter- 
mine whether or not wireless stations 
on the Pacific Coast and in Honolulu 
and Manila are interfering with one 
another. There have been complaints 
that code messages were interfered with, 
also that the wireless telephonic serv- 
ice between the U. S. and Honolulu and 
Manila was subjected to interference. 
There is a possibility that foreign sta- 
tions may be interfering with the trans- 
mission. The radio commission will 
have to iron that out the best way pos- 
sible if such is a fact.” 

When asked if the commission was 
doing anything to bar the station aboard 
a pleasure boat off the coast from the 
air, Lafount stated: “We have received 
hundreds of complaints about this ship. 
Many of them have been received since 
I arrived here. They have come from 
cther broadcasting stations, advertisers 
and fans. So far as I know the ship is 
stationed outside the jurisdiction of the 
U.S. Negotiations are being made with 
the Panamian government and some 
action is expected shortly.” 

And action resulted shortly for the 
station was ordered off the air the fol- 
lowing day. 


Isham Jones Auditions 


NEW YORK, July 29. — ‘Isham Jones 
and orchestra were in town yesterday 
from Atlantic City, and auditioned for 
some CBS accounts. 

National treasurer of the American 
Federation of Musicians has returned 
to Jones the $2,500 he deposited with 
the AFM while he was a traveling band 
and when he opened at the Hollywood 
restaurant here last season. This places 
Jones on the eligible list to join the 
New York Local 802 of the AFM and 
thus is open to take a commercial 
broadcasting job without paying a 
standby orchestra or run into other 
complications.

Both NBC and CBS set 
deal with CRC after a 
series of talks

NEW YORK, July 31. — A series of 
broadcasts will be exchanged between 
Canadian and U. §&. stations as a result 
of conferences held between officials of 
the National Broadcasting Company, 
Columbia Broadcasting System and 
members of the Canadian Radio Com- 
mission. 

The international exchange, a new 
experiment, is designed to cement 
further the cordial relations existing 
between both countries and at the same 
time supply stations of the Dominion 
and the U. S. with a variety of sus- 
taining programs. National Broadcast- 
ing Company will have the first Cana- 
dian program on Saturday, August 5, 
at 8:30 p.m., which will be heard on the 
WEAF Network and Canadian stations 
as well. Each Thursday, beginning Au- 
gust 10, a program originating in the 
NBC-WJZ studios will be broadcast to 
Canadian and U. S. stations at 10 p.m. 


Columbia Broadcasting System will 
start the exchange beginning August 7 
at 10-10:30 pm. when Andre Kos- 
telanetz will present a program. CBS 
will follow up with Nino Martini and 
Harward Barlow Symphony Orchestra 
on August 8 at 9:30-10 p.m. Both these 
features are regular CBS programs and 
will be heard here as well as in Canada. 
Canada will send CBS a program every 
Saturday night at 10:30 o'clock. All of 
the Canadian programs will probably be 
orchestral music of a varied order.

New Orleans Notes 


NEW ORLEANS, July 29—That WWL 
here would join Ed Wynn’s Amalga- 
mated cham as rumored, was denied by 
station officials, who acknowledged that 
they had been approached, but insisted 
that No deal had been made. WWL 
would be the only important outlet 
available to the new chain here. WSMB 
2nd WDSU are NBC and CBS outlets, 
respectively, while WWL, the strongest 
of the city’s stations, is independent. 

Russell A. Freed, singer, has turned 
editor and publisher and is putting out 
Radiotime, a giveaway, carrying pro- 
grams and times of local stations as 
well as a list of important national sta- 
tions and attractions, also local theater 
bills.

Both 
WSMB and WDSU are making a spe- 
cialty of baseball news, which is eagerly 
licked up by fans, as their releases are 
‘way ahead of the evening edition of 
the morning paper, The Times-Pica- 
yune.

Bornell does a German comic act 
with the band playing in style, Bornell 
later explaining what they played. It’s 
a sustaining program that he intends 
to build up as a beer advertisement.

Eva Le Gallienne 


Reviewed Wednesday, 7:15-7:30 p.m. 
Style—Dramatic reading. Sustaining, 
on WJZ (NBC network). 


Miss Le Gallienne, best known at 
present as director of New York’s Civic 
Repertory Theater, and otherwise an ac- 
tress of note, is heard on the first of a 
series of five programs, apparently in- 
tended to appeal to the better type 
youngster as well as grownups. Her 
initial offering was Maeterlinck’s The 
Bluebird, done with occasional back- 
ground music, in fine even tempo and 
voice that is naturally skillful and 
worthy of attention. For the smooth 
flow of language is not the accomplish- 
ment of the average radio dramatically 
inclined lass. All of which is probably 
to be taken for granted in the case of 
a theatrical star. However, Miss Le Gal- 


lienne invests her readings with the 
proper quality to attract children 
especially, and the classics involved 


should meet with the approval of ra- 
dio’s most severe critics. 

When a program of this type is avail- 
able and the youngster seeks to dial a 
detective yarn or witch’s tale propo- 
sition it is the fault of the child and 
his parents it would seem. Sponsors 
seeking an answer to the wailing of the 
parents and school teachers’ organiza- 
tions have a ready-made program in 
Miss Le Gallienne. The actress has an- 
nounced subsequent fare such as Peter 
Pan, Alice in Wonderland, The Sleeping 
Beauty, A Midsummer Night’s Dream 
and other works upon which she in- 
tends to draw, indicating that there is 
no dearth of classics with which to fol- 
low up. The 15-minute adaptations are 
also in the program’s favor. M. H. S. 


Vera Van 
Reviewed Friday, 9:15-9:30 p.m. Style 
—Contralto and orchestra. Sustaining, 
on WABC (CBS network). 
A recent newcomer to the East from 
the West Coast, Miss Van brings with 
her a talented, warm contralto voice in 


which she sings ballads in her own par- 
ticular style, yet is versatile enough to 
trot out fast numbers full of tricks and 
otherwise making for a well-rounded 
routine. She seems to have the qual- 
ities of a combination of Ruth Etting 
and Mildred Bailey as to voice, altho she 
does not encroach upon the delivery of 
either one. For she can put a great deal 
into a song without exactly “crying” it, 
and she can also take hot breaks in fast 
numbers, working with the orchestra 
as tho she were another instrument 
coming in and out instead of a voice 
doing a song. 

Program when reviewed leaned to- 
ward ballads, opening number being 
Isn’t It Heaevnly, in which she hummed 
a part, doubled timed it and otherwise 
changed the tempo in skillful fashion, 
thus selling the song for all it was worth 
in entertaining style. Blue Hours, her 
theme song, was done by request, and 
followed by a straight orchestra rendi- 
tion of Isn’t This a Night for Love. Miss 
Van next offered With a Song in My 
Heart, and concluded with I Got 
Rhythm, no mere song title with her. 
Announcer did well with the continuity 
anent the songs and Miss Van. Along 
with the orchestra doing excellent ac- 
companiments, this Coast warbler 
builds a sweet little program. M. H. S.

Reviewed Thursday, 10-11 p.m. Style 
—Dramatic sketch. Sustaining on WEAF 
(NBS network). 

Special radio dramatization of the 
novel, which has caused considerable 
comment in Germany and the U. S., was 
originally made abroad and translated 
for use over here. No doubt, came in 
handy for NBC, which probably used the 
script as a “filler” for the one-hour 
period, which it has cleared for the 
Kraft Phenix commercial moving to this 
time this week. Otherwise, it is not 
quite so insane as to go in for this sort 
of thing seriously. As an experiment 
it is worthy of study and some consid-

Our First Birthday 


Twelve months ago we adjusted our 
spectacles, patted a toddling youngster 
named “Television” on the head and 
promised to display his talents to a 
skeptical, hard-headed public. Our child 
predigy in that fast-moving year has 
had his due and more of hard knocks, 
but the few kind words of praise for 
his advances were indeed encouraging. 
He has trudged forward slowly and hesi- 
tantly this year. Let us look at his 
report card and general record as chroni- 
cled week-by-week in these paragraphs. 

August 6. The Billboard adopts Tele- 
vision. 

August 20. We read and liked Orrin 
E. Dunlap’s The Outlook for Television. 
To quote “His book should be the offi- 
cial guide book to the unexplored and 
explored regions of television.” 

August 27. Marconi announced that 
he had actually conqured the ultra- 
short radio waves. W9XAL expected to 
Open soon. (Now an active station). 

September 3. We quoted RCA’s Presi- 
dent Sarnoff “Television awaits the de- 
velopment of a new art, a new stage- 
craft, a new type of public entertain- 
ment.” 

September 10. We predicted that 
television will demand a tremendous 
mass of material and that much of it 
will be of low quality, not meaning, of 
course, that really worth-while pro- 
grams will not be televised, but because 
of the huge quanity needed, the average 
will not be high.

It is a good wager that the writers 
had a typical comedy number in mind 
when they evolved this song. If they 
didn’t they lost a golden opportunity, 
as the title, by implication or otherwise, 
suggests some sustained guffaws. Now 
the publishers wish it emphatically un- 
derstoad that the number should be 
classed in the novelty division. There- 
fore, without too stringent or Obvious 
opposition, we will have to let it go at 
that. The melody is jingly enough to 
cause cne’s pedal underpinnings to 
shuffle involuntary in anticipation of a 
dance. The lyrics are good and carry 
the caption to satisfactory heights. 
Bands and orchestras will not injure 
their standing or reputation by placing 
the work in their respective programs. 
They may be assured that the lilt is 
there, if not enduring, yet dependable 
on getting the desired results. 


The Shadowtown Ferry 


By Bide Dudley and Walt Burgess. 
Published by the Camac Village Guild, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 


Described as a dramatico-musical 
work, this song must be defined as a 
lullaby, pure and simple. Satisfactory 
work has heen supplied by Mr. Dudley, 
who furnished what might be termed 
a poem rather than the usual words of 
a work of this classification. There is no 
chorus, with the melody reaching a re- 
curring trend after the first three or 
four bars. If the idea was to permit 
the text tc arouse effective reaction 
alone, and depending on the setting to 
contribute a mere accompaniment, then 
everything must be regarded as all 
right. Otherwise, another treatment 
would have been more helpful, even if 
the song is to find ingratiating appeal 
with singers specializing exclusively in 
the concert firmament.

Slow Foz-Trot ballad. By Charles 
Tobias, Sidney Clare and Gerald Marks. 
Published by De Syiva, Brown & Hen- 
derson, Inc. 


Whatever the future of this song, 
with its ultimate fate in the dubious 
column, failure to register must needs 
not be laid to the door of the music. 
The melody is sufficiently good to carry 
the number to a state of acceptance by 
any publisher. However, it seems to us, 
there is not a happy coalition of theme. 
In many ways the tune and the words 
do not jibe. Besides. the title is mis- 
leading. At first glance and subsequent 
hearing one is given the impressiou of 
a black and white number of the con- 
cert vintage. When played there is a 
suggestion of jingle which might have 
been put to better advantage with a 
proper text. Different treatment in base 
fundamentals, which the number ac- 
knowledgedly possesses, might help in 
developing the work into a likable in- 
strumental asset. Beyond that predic- 
tions can be thrown to the four winds. 


Little Locket of Long Ago 


Slow Fozr-Trct ballad. By Harry Woods 
and Joe Burke. Published by Joe Morris 
Music Company 


There is nothing verbose or extrane- 
ous about this song. Evidently the 
writers, who have supplied their sponsor 
with such hit ditties as Little Street 
Where Old Friends Meet and In the 
Valley cf the Moon, dashed this “trifle” 
off in their spare moments of lack of 
inspiration. The theme reverts back to 
the days of the ultra-sentimental period 
in ballads with intermittent revivals 
that have spelled :eal commercial emol- 
uments. One of recent successful out- 
put by Edgar Leslie. Among My Sou- 
venirs, is recalled and on which this 
work is more or less patterned.

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LEAGUE GOES NATIONAL 


New York Thedters Group Is 


Building Powerful Subsidiary 


Officers to stay—new directors will be elected to repre- 
sent legit, repertory, stock and perhaps little thea- 
ters from Maine to California 


NEW YORE, July 31.—The League of New York Theaters, Inc., will become 


interchangeable with another organization, 


called the National Association of 


the Legitimate Theater, on Wednesday, when officers and members of the board 
of directors meet to ratify changes in the by-laws of the original to effect a 


national scope for the group in name as well as in fact. 


Tho legally the League 


is of national authority by its affiliation with the United Booking Office of the 
Shubert and Erlanger offices, officers felt the value of public recognition as such. 


According to plans for the meeting, 
changes in the by-laws will be made to 
include theater operators all over the 
country, this meaning all legit field pro- 
ducers and managers, repertory com- 
panies and independent stock companies. 
Little theaters may later be prevailed 
upon. 

The value of such an organization to 
managers is evident in the greater in- 
fluence of a large organization, with 
main office in New York, under Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz as the key man for 
disputes or occasions affecting indi- 
viduals adversely, and under the code 
which was adopted in the League offices 
that organization has secured a high 
influence in Washington, and this is 
known as a feather which will be helpful 
in bringing together the far-flung 
provinces into a powerful unit. 

Officers of the group will remain the 
same, but additional directors will be 
elected from the outside. About 30 new 
producer-manager members have joined 
in the past week and more are expected 
to come in as the season progresses and 
managers become active. 

About 100 letters have been sent out 
in the last two weeks since the League 
was prominent in effecting the code un- 
der Sol Rosenblatt’s supervision, and 25 
or 30 applicants were on record as sup- 
porting the new idea today. Some of 
these from out of town are expected at 
the meeting Wednesday, and as formation 
takes place, with its purposes outlined, 
there will be a general national meeting 
called in the fall, when all will be asked 
to attend. The group will have a power- 
ful influence politically and any in- 
dividual difficulties will be ironed out 
with the strength of the united name 
back of it. 

The League itself under Moskowitz 
continued protective work for producers 
a few weeks ago when it took action to 
restrain the use of a version of Take a 
Chance, which was claimed to be in 
performance up-State without sanction 
of the owner of the rights to the play. 
Labor difficulties also may be one of the 
reasons for the new union, which finds 
some of the labor regulations stinting 
profitable production. Being in close con- 
tact with Equity now, by reason of 
amicable concessions made by both dur- 
ing the code compact, the national group 
would have interstate right to meet 
Equity on common ground and bring 
about quick action in cases pertaining 
to actor-manager disputes. 


“Music” Stay Extended 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—Music in 
the Air, which did not fare so well in 
Los Angeles, is playing to such good 
business here that show will run an 
additional week after scheduled closing 
today.

Several smaller houses, such as the

R. ROBERT GARLAND, skipper of 

The World-Telegram’s critical col- 

umn, delivered himself of a recent 
radio pronunciamento in which he list- 
ed his choice of the 10 worst plays of 
the season. In fact, not content with 
listing 10, he listed no less than 17, all 
of them, according to his lights, worthy 
of the choicest critical scallions. Some 
of them there can be no doubt about; 
others may provide a bit of argument. 


Mr. Garland included Domino, The 
Man Who Reclaimed, His Head, Two 
Strange Women, The _ Sophisticates, 
Christopher Comes Across, Hired Hus- 
bands, Bidding High, Before Morning, 
Absent Father, Her Tin Soldier, Marilyn’s 
Affairs, The Passionate Pilgrim, ‘The 
Dark Hours, $25 an Hour, Conquest, 
Black Sheep and Strange Gods. 

There can be no question about Two 
Strange Women, Hired Husbands, Bid- 
ding High, Before Morning, Absent Fath- 
er, Her Tin Soldier, Marilyn’s Affairs, 
The Passionate Pilgrim, Conquest, 
Strange Gods and The Sophisticates— 
which last (worse and worse) was 
actually called The Sophisticrats. But 
surely The Man Who Reclaimed His 
Head, bad as it was, is somewhat out of 
place in such eminently infamous com- 
pany, and even more surely Domino was 
a better play that it seemed to be when 
it was produced on the New York stage. 
It had shadings and a loveliness of its 
own, all entirely ruined by the ele- 
phantine tread of Rod La Rocque, the 
film over-actor who so unwisely essayed 
the title role. The Dark Hours, Don 
Marquis’ sensitive and beautiful prose 
poem of the last day before the Cruci- 
fixion, never claimed to be a play at all 
—unless we consider it in the special- 
ized category of Passion Plays. Certain- 
ly, there is no excuse whatsoever for 
judging it according to Broadway stand- 
ards—except for the unfortunate acci- 
dent that it was produced on Broadway 
in a regular theater. That, however, is 
not the fault of the Mr, Marquis who 
so exquisitely wrote it, but of the Mr. 
Vroom who beautifully but unwisely 
produced it. 

No particular brief can be held for 
$25 an Hour. a cheap and trifling farce. 
It did, however, have its scattered mo- 
ments, and it seems out of place in Mr. 
Garland’s list. And Black Sheep, the 
black sheep of Elmer Rice’s flock, was 
an out-and-out bad play, but it, too, 
seems of a slightly higher caliber than 
the other wildly flopping turks that 
accompany it. It’s doubtful that Mr. 
Garland would raise any serious objec- 
tion if, for those plays, Man Bites Dog, 
They All Come to Moscow, Masks and 
Faces and It Happened Tomorrow be 
substituted. Masks and Faces, of course, 
is not to be confused with The Mask 
and the Face, the Chiarelli play which 
the Theater Guild presented. 

One wonders how Mr. Garland missed 
up on It Happened Tomorrow, which, 
this season, occupied a place analogous 
to that held last year by that thud- 
and-blunder masterpiece, The House of 
Doom. 


OT content with listing the year’s 

most obvious blunders, The World- 

Telcgram’s adjective hurler offered 
a list of plays, successes or generally 
accepted, which in his opinion were bad 
plays none the less. It is an instructive 
and salutory list. Its items include Both 
Yeur Houses; We, the People; Dinner at 
Eioht, The Good Earth, Autumn Crocus, 
Alien Corn, Best Sellers, Nine Pine 
Street and Design for Living. 

Regarding it, your reporter can only 
doff a battered lid and give three cheers. 
Only two of the plays on that list were 
handed anything in this precinct when 
they first appeared on the Broadway 
scene. They were Autumn Crocus, which 
is still considered a pretty but long-

In the last two or three years it has 
become increasingly difficult for chorus 
people, in rehearsal, to obtain advances 
from the management to meet current 
expenses and enable them to leave town 
with the company. In many cases mem- 
bers making a request for advances have 
been unnecessarily humiliated by com- 
pany managers. 

We have never understood how any 
management could refuse an advance 
after the seven-day probationary period 
had elapsed. It is only in the theatrical 
profession that people are asked to work 
four weeks for nothing. For years man- 
agers have taken the position that, dur- 
ing rehearsals, their directors were teach- 
ing chorus people how to dance. This 
is no more correct than it would be to 
say that an actor learning a new part is 
being taught how to read. 

Under the new code of practice as 
submitted it is provided that after the 
second week of rehearsal the manage- 
ment will advance one week’s salary. 
This advance will be deducted from the 
chorus salaries after the opening.

We, the People, was 
hardly the Uncle Tom’s Cabin of the 
depression, as it was called in the origi- 
nal review; rather, it was the Ten Nights 
in @ Barroom. The Good Earth was an 
attempt at the impossible which suc- 
ceeded even less than most tries of its 
kind. Best Sellers was simply dull. 
Dinner at Eight was pretentiously trite 
melodrama. Nine Pine Street woefully 
fumbled one of the most interesting 
psychological cases in the long annals 
of American crime. And Design for Liv- 
ing, while witty and amusing. was not 
nearly so much so as most folk would 
have had you believe. It possessed long 
stretches that were indubitably dull, 
and, while much of it did sparkle, it was 
certainly no world's masterpiece of bril- 
liance. Rather, it was an amusing play 
thrown into ridiculous overprominence 
by its author’s idolators.

among the four circuits that attractions 
must be presented to the group as a 
whole and a price set, Roxy did not con- 
sult anyone except Harold B. Franklin, 
his immediate superior in Radio City 
affairs. It is understood that Post got 
a $5,000 guarantee plus an equal split 
with the house over a $60,000 gross. 
When the pool matter was mentioned to 
Franklin yesterday, he said Radio City 
is apart from circuit affairs. Besides, the 
booking of Post may have been a way 
of getting even with Paramount-Publix 
over the recent Burns and Allen con- 
troversy, when RKO couldn’t get the act 
for Radio City after it was practically 
set. Franklin said he got a letter from 
Billy Jackson wherein the latter said he 
was deserving of commission, but Frank- 
lin said there was nothing to this, as 
Radio City is not a part of the circult’s 
booking office under which agents work. 


Jackson, while he has nothing in 
writing to show that he was the agent 
for Post, claims to have sufficient evi- 
dence of a verbal agreement. To this 
end he says he can produce bookers of 
the various circuits to show that he was 
the first to submit the flier to them. 
Jackson presented the case to the 
Artists’ Representatives Association, but 
that organization claims to have no 
jurisdiction, inasmuch as the engage- 
ment was a direct booking and not a 
dispute among agents. However, Jack- 
son intends to bring court action if he 
gets no commission from Post's the- 
atrical engagements.

Burlesque has always needed an asso- 
ciation fostered by the men and women 


filling its stages. Vaudeville conditions 
are bad, we believe, because of the de- 
pression. But before the crash vaude- 
ville artists were treated pretty decently 
by the circuits and the more progressive 
independents. But even when times 
were good the latter-day burlesque inan- 
ager, as a Class, was a horrible product 
of a vicious system of plunder and 
racketeering. 
. . 7 


A real burlesque association (some- 
how we are skeptical of the fulfillment 
of such an ideal) would throw out on 
his ear the manager who makes chorines 
work at salaries that are a doubtfully 
subtle invitation to become ladies of 
the evening. It would eliminate such 
comedies of errors as the leading wheel’s 
insincere attitude on dirt. It would, 
possibly, relegate the stripping women 
to the background, where they belong, 
and eventually remove them from the 
picture. It would help thru its clean-up 
process to bring a substantial patronage 
back into the burlesque theaters. It 
would ostracize managers who strand 


companies or make them hold the bag.’ 


It would silence forever the manager 
who uses girls in the shows as bait to 
make politicians lay off pinches for in- 
decent performances by virtually forc- 
ing girls to give indecent performances 
for the politicians—in private. 

A fine ideal we've set up for the boys 
and girls who exchange gossip on West 
47th street. But who is going to sup- 
ply the do-re-mi to fight their battle? 
Who is going to whip into line the per- 
formers who would rather have a job at 
$40 per right now than join the best 
organization burlesque has ever had? 

A leader is needed—and plenty of 
money, too. Unless either or both of 
these are available we will be skeptical 
about the eventual success of a bur- 
lesque actors’ association . . but the 
boys and girls have our support, 


F LATE we have been asked by good 
friends of ours and even better 
friends of the show business why 

we constantly harp on the NVA. These 
kindly but not very discerning souls 
would rather see us extol the virtues of 
the institution, founded by E. F. Albee, 
on the general principle that ‘tis better 
to expound on the theme of the little 
good an organization might do than 
to pick on it at every opportunity. 

We deny as usual the allegations 
charging us with prejudice and, for the 
last time, we hope, present herewith a 
general but all-consuming brief in our 
argument that the NVA is not worthy 
of better treatment. 


The NVA wasn’t at its inception, it 
never evolved into one and it never 
will be a real actors’ organization. This 
is not bad in itself, but the NVA has 
always claimed to be an actors’ or- 
ganization. Aye, there’s the rub! 

The NVA is not actually run by the 
men whom the disinterested actor be- 
lieves were elected by the profession 
to regulate its charitable and social 
activities. 

The NVA is still the organization 
that is dominated by a handsomely 
paid man who will fight to the death 
to retain his berth regardless of the 
welfare of the actor. 

The NVA is the constant target of 
our diatribes because it does not use 
a firm hand in administering its tuber- 
culosis sanatorium, from a_ physical 
standpoint the finest of its kind in the 
world. 

The NVA is still, to all intents and 
purposes, a company union. It hasn't 
accomplished, from our observation, a 
single thing to demonstrate convinc- 
ingly that it is ACTUALLY run by the 
actor.

A real actors’ organization exists in 
the ABA. Ralph Whitehead, its executive 
secretary, is a real friend of the actor. 
If none of the politicians succeed in 


laying their hands on the reins of the 
ABA 


it will evolve as the greatest 


The NVA is as old-fashioned, as 
transparent in its duplicity, as the Hard- 
ing crowd in Washington. Show busi- 
ness is in for a new deal. It will get it 
from the ABA provided everything goes 
as every decent actor wants it to go. 
When the ABA is going full steam there 
will be as much need for the NVA as 
Eskimos need fans. 

Every day that passes brings us closer 
to the realization that it will soon be 
a battle for survival—a clear-cut one, 
too—between the NVA and the ABA. Be- 
tween a false prophet and a Messiah 
come to raise the mediocre actor out 
of the dust and besmirched with double 
dealing, extortion, exploitation (not the 
Terry Turner kind) and poverty.

ARTOPHILUS (Carty the Cantaker- 

ous) is back with us again. And 

don’t ask for how long. Back with 
us again after an absence of several 
weeks, the time spent (we hear from 
the usual reliable sources) stealing 
lollypops from babies and propagandiz- 
ing among launderers to stick more pins 
in shirts. 

Carty'’s current spasm has to do with 
vaudeville. The gink who star gazes at 
night and places wads Of gum on plush 
theater seats during the day has some- 
thing interesting to say. Listen! 


Years ago the word “vaudeville” 
when coupled with that of “Keith” 
formed one of the finest trade marks 
show business ever had. It meant 
more than “Ziegfeld Follies,” “George 
White’s Scandals,” “Loew's Vaudeville” 
or any other trade mark you might 
care to name. 

But someone conceived the brilliant 
idea of hyphenating that valuable 
mame, and you know what has since 
happened. During the last few weeks 
1 have noticed the following use of the 
word “vaudeville”:

Artists’ Association held a closed meet- 
ing late last night on the roof of the 
Hotel Peerless. At this meeting the 
members were informed of contracts 
drawn up by the executive board of the 
organization, which are to be submitted 
to burlesque theater operators. The 
nature of these contracts will not be re- 
leased until the club has had an op- 
portunity to take the matter up with 
the operators.

This 
is the first time in burlesque that so 
ambitious an attempt has been made 
on the part of the performer. Always 
the performer had to sign the contract 
issued by the Operator. These new con- 
tracts are reported to contain minimum 
Wage requirements, working hours and 
a mention of suggestive material. 

The association is making rapid 
strides in the matter of rounding up 
members, and up to this week has a list 
of 300 names applying for membership. 
Small office space has been taken at 
125 West 45th street, the room number 
being 1006. While the bulk of the 
membership is concentrated in this city, 
activity is still in swing to corral mem- 
bers from other cities. At present the 
organization is existing on contributions 


-from members, but in a short time dues 


will be charged.

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THALBERG COMEDY RETARDED 


Four-Day Redtenenstt Not 
Issued and Rumors F'ly 


Prince Charming of MCM facing son-in-law situation 
baffles the heavy merchants who are above art as he 


remains in Manhattan 


The child of fair fortune, Irving Thalberg ,who once was the prince charming 
of productions for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer until a rift in the lute sent him to 
Europe for his health, remains in Manhattan and neither Nicholas M. Schenck, 
president of MGM, nor Louis B. Mayer, the actual production chief, nor the trade, 
nor the public knows whether Mr. Thalberg is to continue with MGM or on what 
terms if at all. The wise say he’ll be in the Metro fold—and how—within a rea- 
sonable time. The romantic and the imaginative see him at the head of a new 


production company with backing by all 
the readers of the boosty article in 
Fortune Magazine as the eager stock- 
holders. 

One idea, born of whiffs of loco weed 
in a journalistic pipe, had it that Joseph 
Schenck already had signed Thalberg to 
a 20th Century Picture production con- 
tract with Irving splitting honors on the 
lot with Darryl Zanuck. Those in the 
know were vastly amused. 

An analyist put it this way: 

“Thalberg promised a statement of his 
plans when he arrived from Europe 
within four days. The statement didn’t 
materialize. Irving, finding quarters in 
the Metro offices in the Loew State 
Theater Building, decided to put on an 
act. He, remember, is still very young, 
and liked to keep people, including Nick 
Schenck, waiting. So he took his time. 

“He didn’t like the idea of the taking 
on of David Selznick, the son-in-law 
and heir apparent (if not the apparent 
heir) of Louis B. Mayer, in the produc- 
tion situation of the Culver City art 
and movie factory. He hates his dental 
display. So then, why should he, Thal- 
berg, go back to work without making 
Louis B. Mayer do practical penance by 
giving him, Thalberg, part of his Louis’ 
percentage—just as a lesson for temerity 
in putting the well incisored David in 
So high a place to the loss of prestige 
by Thalberg?” 

The analyst admitted that to bring 
this about he would have to take Nick 
Schenck back to California with him, 
not forgetting the United States cavalry. 

Easy journalists, of the tuppence or 
lollipop set, even printed in large type 
that Thalberg wouldn't talk. How could 
he when neither he, nor Nick, nor Louis 
knew what should, could or might 
happen? 

Thalberg has abilities in production, 
but also a juvenility that defies business 
and Mayer, say the savants, stood all the 
rough stuff and saved Thalberg the 
mignonettes and lilies for a period of 
years. 

The tough fact is that the MGM 
studios have been going on as usual 
turning ot good pictures despite the 
absence of the Prince Charming, the 
white-haired boy and the spoiled darling 
—a trinity formed in the one personage 
of Thalberg. 

Now then, inquire those interested, is 
Irving having a spice of temperament or 
small boy stuff, is he holding out for a 
contract that will net him additonal 
jack or will he soon be ready to go back 
to work at the good old nourishing 
figure that in these days of depression 
is swell and swollen money—and was 
before depression was even thought of? 

Among the rumors was a prime giggle 
—that Thalberg would be production 
chief and heavy authority in Universal. 
If the lad were 20 times as good as he 
is it would take more money than he 
can command to pursuade Car] Laemmle, 
say the wise ones, to even talk about it. 

So the Thalverg comedy awaits the 
next move. In the meantime the young 
prince is in the best of healtn, and 
Nicholas M. Schenck needs no doctor 
either.

GOLDEN BILLY GOATS 


If anything in the picture business needs the New Deal, it is its advertising 
and exploitation. The perfunctory copy and the deadly dull sameness, the 
lack of show originality is so manifest that the bystander would believe the 
bankers were writing the copy and delivering the ideas. There are exceptions, 
but they are conspicuous because they are so few. 

Take ‘‘Cavalcade’’ as an example. It is agreed among showmen that the 
first great picture was ‘“The Birth of a Nation,” the second was ‘‘The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse,’”’ the third was ‘‘Ben-Hur,’’ and possibly the 
greatest was ‘‘Cavalcade.’’ It had mass, it had movement, it had human drama, 
and it was so well done that English critics found fault with their own producers 
because they had failed to create and present this magnificent show offering. 

What happened in its exploitation? What happened in its advertising? 
Was the trade, and after that the wide world, made acquainted in vibrant, 
vital, living copy with the show greatness of it? No. 

Was a radio, newspaper and trade hookup comparable to a recent cam- 
paign of a cheese company putting out a new salad dressing to its great finan- 
cial success, either thought of or approached? Not on your life. This great 
show property was handled in much the same way that ordinary pictures 
are handled, with only a little extra to increase the vigor of the campaign. 

Was the banker influence responsible? Was the publicity chief given 
half a loaf to feed the need? Frankly, we, along with the rest of the business 
and the world at large, can only judge by what was done and what wasn’t. 

In the peculiar and selfish mode that has come into fashion in the pic- 
ture business, the fad for neglecting to credit the man responsible for the 
choosing of a success vehicle obtained in the case of ‘‘Cavalcade.”’ It cost the 
company plenty to start it, and if the chooser had guessed wrong he would 
have been edged out. But it was a hit, so he didn’t even get a mention. 
The picker was Richard A. Rowland, founder of Metro, and described by 
Marcus Loew as the greatest showman in his life’s experience. Not a note 
of this in the subsidized press of the industry who can take it—direct from 
headquarters and flush on the advertising chin. Just a piece of sad sports- 
manship that got nobody a dime. The stifled advertising policy robbed the 
needy company of at least half a million dollars. 

Are the smug executives so dumb that they can’t stop posing as wiseacres 
in the exploitation and advertising of pictures and leave it to competent men 
who can really do the job if they have the chance? Or are the publicity and 
advertising men so lacking in courage and status that they can’t stand up 
against the stupid, fat-headed bosses and sell them campaigns that will re- 
vive the business and make real money? In nearly two decades we never 
have met a single chief executive in the motion picture business who had the 


slightest idea of the values and possibilities of advertising—with just one ex-— 


ception. That exception was William Fox, a showman from the marrow of 
his bones, a tough egg, but a great guy when success was in the making. 

The heavy-lidded, self-satisfied and egotistical gentry who sit back 
and tell their publicity men just how to do it, and fire them if they don’t 
cringe and behave, should be the chief regrets of the stockholders. Their 
era is fading in the New Deal in motion pictures. Their pompous assurance 
about things of which they know less than nothing has been manifest to the 
knowing for a long time. Shall we blame them or blame the non-courageous 
men in their employ? 

Blame, however, is not important—the important thing is a change, a speed- 
up, a vibrant, vital, definite drive for business, a determination to pull pic- 
tures out of the rut and set them anew on the plane of success and profit. Other 
businesses are doing it—and so will the picture enterprise respond. The laggards 
and the semi-wits can’t stop it because the alive ones are going forward, and 
another 12 months will see changes that may astound those who have been 
worshiping the golden billy goats mas- 
querading as kings, czars, leader, or 
what have you?

Academy Setup ‘Mileo Asks 
Square Deal for Everybody 


Unstopped by strike in effect at the major studios, 
committee work goes forward and industrial recovery 


plan is almost ready

HOLLYWOOD, July 29.—Despite the strike at the major studios work is going 
forward on the preparation of the code being drawn up by the Industrial Recovery 


Code Committee of the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, 


A pre- 


liminary summary of the code clauses is as follows: 
1. Protection of individual rights under fair competition and safeguarding of 


showmanship values. 


2. Maximum work week, probably 48 hours, and spreading of work hours s0 


as to take care of the greatest number 
of workers—talent, labor and clerical. 


3. Minimum wages for extra players 
and low-bracket employees. Overtime 
work to carry a penalty. 

4. No centralized talent-booking office. 

5. Protection of small producer. 

6. Elimination of unfair trade prac- 
tices in production, distribution and ex- 
hibition. 

7. Elimination of practice of using 
temporarily off-pay studio workers as 
extras. 


The report as presented commits the 
Academy to co-ordinate with all of the 
studio groups, including actors, writers, 
directors, technicians and production 
executives, and states that the Academy’s 
contribution to the film code undoubt- 
edly will take the form of amendments 
or modifications of existing Academy 
codes and agreements governing talent 
work and practice in the studios. 


“Basically,” the report reads, “the 
problem of increasing total industry in- 
come is the problem of producing pic- 
tures of a wider general appeal, at costs 
which the public will pay. Under fair 
competition no company may be stupid, 
overpay or overbuild and remain in busi- 
ness. Such a company will be eliminated 
by competitors who are not stupid, who 
do not cverpay and who do not over- 
build unless saved bv some unfair com- 
petitive advantage it enjoys.”

Time—68 minutes. 
Release Date—March 15. 

The Phantom Broadcast, Monogram’s 
film of a musical Cyrano who creates 
something of a Frankenstein for him- 
self, is definitely above-average screen 
entertainment. The screen play is by 
Tristam Tupper, and direction by Phil 
Rosen. Both are excellent. 

There’s just one drawback, and that’s 
the sharply differing moods between the 
start and finish of the picture. It be- 
gins as excellent drama, and ends as 
excellent melodrama, with a bad break 
between.

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Lightman Wars 


With Union Men 


Bars operators in Mem- 
phis in effort to reduce 


costs 
. 

MEMPHIS, July 29.—The first open 
break in prolonged negotiations for re- 
duction in union costs came Monday 
when M. A. Lightman, former presi- 
dent of Motion Picture Theater Owners 
of America, barred union projectionists 
from his Princess Theater on Main 
street and placed non-union operators in 
their stead. 


Lightman had made every effort to 
secure relief in booth cost, which has 
been 35 per cent of his weekly gross un- 
der union operation, even offering to per- 
mit Jake Cohen, president of the 
Memphis Trades and Labor Council, act 
as sole arbitrator. This suggestion was 
turned down by the operators’ union. 


Peculiar part of the local situation is 
that Lightman was able to go non- 
union by employing Billy Holland, who 
was czar of the union until last fall. 
After a break between Holland and 
other union leaders, he was barred from 
the union, but, of course, still held his 
city license, which is extremely difficult 
to get here without union approval. 

Holland hes been out of work since 
that time and was glad to step into the 
Princess booth Monday of this week. 
The Princess is a 10-cent house playing 
third and fourth runs, Westerns and 
serials. 

The union began picketing the Prin- 
cess Monday and fired a verbal broad- 
side at Lightman in the form of a 
statement describing him as “a trouble 
maker,” “chronic agitator” and “union 
labor baiter.” The statement insinuated 
that Lightman had similar trouble in 
Birmingham and Nashville and that 
there had never been differences between 
the unions and theaters until he came 
to Memphis. 

Lightman countered with a denial 
that he had even operated a theater in 
Birmingham and challenged the union 
to prove that he had ever used any- 
thing other than union labor in Nash- 
ville. He also cited various union 
troubles before his coming to Memphis 
and pointed to his willingness to have 
the union president arbitrate as evidence 
of his willingness to be fair. 

Lightman’s real motive in throwing 
the Princess non-union at this time is 
believed to be a desire to clear the way 
for opening of the Strand, formerly 
operated by Loew, as a non-union house. 
The Strand opening is now set for one 
week from next Monday. Lightman has 
been unable to arrive at a satisfactory 
agreement with unions for that house 
and said this week that it will also be 
non-union unless some acceptable offer 
is made. 

The Princess situation does not affect 
Lightman’s five suburban theaters now 
in operation here. These are covered by 
contracts which do not expire until 
January 1, 1934. 


Rising Prices Hurt Theaters 


NEW ORLEANS, July 29.—The Na- 
tional Recovery Act has not been kind 
to the various local theaters, owing to 
the excessive rises in prices, especially 
in the necessities of life. The five-day 
or 30 and 36-hour law, which goes into 
effect August 1, in many instances 
means the curtailment of salaries, espe- 
cially if the recipients are on the hour 
or piece basis. No arrangements have as 
yet been made for increases in the 
various working forces, and with thou- 
sands of workmen out of employment 
managers are not very optimistic over 
the fall and winter season. 


Tax May Hit Theaters 


DENVER, July 29.—A special session 
of the Legislature will consider a 2 per 
cent sales tax. This tax may hit thea- 
ters along with other businesses. The 
proceeds will be used in unemploy- 
ment relicf.

Fox spent some money on The Devil’s 
in Love, but one wonders why. It’s an- 
other French-Legion-in-the-Sudan affair, 
with its plot—contributed by Harry 
Hervey—encompassing every stale melo- 
dramatic cliche known to films. It 
might go on Saturday mornings for the 
kids, in place of their usual Western 
mellers, but even that’s doubtful. Mod- 
ern kids have a certain amount of in- 
telligence; at least infinitely more than 
is displayed in the picture. 

There’s nothing that it misses— 
friendships and villains and uprisings 
and spies, all in the general manner of 
Shenandoah. There’s the wicked general, 
against whom Simon Legree pales tnto 
insignificance, who is killed when he 
drinks the potions of the noble camp 
doctor; there’s the doctor himself, who 
escapes by the aid of his friend and 
then helps the poor in the mission of 
Port Zamba; there’s the usual accented 
padre and his simple (and _ simple- 
minded) niece, who’s in love with the 
doctor but engaged to his friend—thus 
giving a chance for more noble senti- 
ment; there’s the Lady Who’s Known as 
Rena (complete with parasol), who loves 
the doctor and who turns Out to be the 
usual tart of gold when she aids him 
and his mission inamorata to escape 
the prying police, and there’s the inevit- 
able native uprising, in which the sol- 
dier friend is killed, leaving the field 
clear for the by-then exonerated M. D. 
The producers evidently couldn’t figure 
out any way to ring in the United 
States Marines. It’s a pity; they’d have 
made it complete. 

Even Victor Jory, an excellent actor, 
goes occasionally op’ry house in the 
midst of the meller. David Manners is 
the noble friend and Vivienne Osborne 
the shady lady. Loretta Young at least 
does no harm as the mission maiden. 

It if weren’t for the photography and 
the cast, you’d swear the picture had 
been made in 1910.

Billing George Raft over Clive Brook 
is like using the Opening act in a vaude 
bill as the headliner. Brook is an actor, 
a competent and pleasant one; tho Raft 
has a certain manner in parts that are 
up his alley, he has failed to prove him- 
self an actor in the real sense, and—in 
spite of a legendary female appeal—he 
awakens no sympathy whatsoever. It’s 
almost an insult to the customers’ taste 
to expect them to get wrapped up in an 
essentially cheap and vulgar character. 

That, of course, is what Raft plays— 
again and again and again—this time 
in Paramount’s Midnight Club, an E.

EEKS before the National Industrial 
Recovery Bill was passed an unof- 
ficial lobbyist for the theater was 

racking his brain to find a way for his 
greatest love to benefit by the measure. 
There was but little hope. . . . 

William A. Brady was undaunted by 
the odds. While others whose religion is 
the theater were bemoaning the ill-fated 
hulk, Brady was concentrating upon how 
best to salvage the wreckage that once was 
the glamorous legitimate. He had con- 
fidence in President Roosevelt and believed 
that Roosevelt would win passage of the 
bill despite the heavy opposition then rife. 
The bill was passed, and Brady knew as 
much about the workings of it as the Presi- 
dent himself. He knew that brains could 
effect the structure of something sub- 
stantial from a grain of sand. 

Pessimism greeted him on Broadway 
and in Washington. It was too complex; 
the theater was not an industry; actors 
were not wage earners; factions of the 
theater would never agree; in fact, the 
whole idea was a fantastic dream. 

Brady wasn’t dreaming. He was plan- 
ning, and when he finished his plans he 
headed a committee of the League of New 
York Theaters to interpolate the legit thea- 
ter into the industrial interpretation of the 
act. He convinced Frank Gillmore, of 
Equity, and found a stalwart fighting 
partner there. He pleaded with the other 
groups to get together. By the time he had 
run himself into a breakdown physically 
he had a small army believing in what he 
believed, and on July 21 this little army 
had won what may yet be looked back 
upon as the greatest victory in the history 
of the theater. “A historic day for the 
theater,” said Gillmore, and all the other 
leaders agreed. 

From the grain of sand upon which 
Brady visioned a shaft of glory to the thea- 
ter he has unselfishly also built a lasting 
monument to himself. When future gen- 
erations read of the unbelievable outrages 
of the theater in its worst light of the last 
25 years they will think of William A. 
Brady as one of the men who loved it 


enough to restore it to its proper place in 
the realm of men.

In the last three years I have had to 
invent my own tricks in order to get by.

Can you 
beat it? I realize the fact that it is a 
wonderful piece of business for magic 
dealers to have every person possible 
doing tricks. But where does the pro- 
fessional worker get off? 

My advice to anyone interested in 
doing magic is to use it only as a side 
line, because at the rate it is going now 
it will perish as far as a means of liveli- 
hood is concerned. I do not hold mem- 
bership in any of the “orders” and 
will not as long as they continue their 
“wholesale slaughter” of things magical. 
When there is born an organization for 
professionals only, I will seek member- 
ship.

I'd stand in line for hours 
today to see one of those good old bills. 
It was a sellout every night and “stand- 
ing room only” after 6 p.m. You had 
to come early to get in at all. 


In my recollections I can see the Three 
Keatons (Joe, Myra and Little Buster); 
Al H. Wilson, “the golden-voiced singer,” 
yodeling to a show-stop; Tom Nawn and 
Company, “In the Genee”; W. C. Fields 
and wife, the original comedy tramp 
juggler; Nat M. Wills, the tramp cCo- 
median, with that never-to-be-forgotten 
grin; the Four Cohans, with George’s 
eccentric show-stop dancing; Cliff Gor- 
don, with his radical wit; Elizabeth 
Murray, Irish comedienne, singing My 
Irish Molly-O; Kelly and Violet, Kelly 
singing Love Me and the World Is Mine 
in that flashy dress suit and gay topper; 
Caron and Herbert, crack comedy gym- 
nasts; Paul Spadoni, strong man and 
cannon-ball act; Cressy and Doyne, in

A band of 
9, 12 or 14 musicians may put the music 
over all right in a small tent, but ina 
large area tent it does not do justice to 
the band or performance. 

Mr. Bunn mentions Ned Brill’s band 
on the old Barnum & Bailey Show. 
There were 35 men in that band in 1912. 
Who remembers Al Sweet on the Ring- 
ling Show with 36 men, and J. J. 
Richards on Forepaugh & Sells with 32 
men? If I remember rightly, Lewis A. 
Burke, of Carrizozo, N. M., was in the 
trombone section of this band. I think 
he is in the newspaper game now. 

Bill Sweney had 28 men on the Buffalo 
Bill Show. Karl King, with Sells-Floto 
in 1915, had 24 men in his band. If 
my Memory serves, I think Merle Evans 
of the Big One had a band on the Buffalo 
Bill Show once. The Ringling show was 
once supposed to have one of the great- 
est musical organizations that ever 
graced a circus tent, with Signor Lib- 
erati’s band of 42 members. Mr. Evans 
has a fine band this season on the Ring- 
ling and Barnum & Bailey Show. Eddie 
Woeckener always has & No. 1 organi- 
zation. Rodney Harris and his boys are 
ace high among the truck shows. 

And let me mention just one more, 
Victor Robbins. He was one of the best 
bandmasters who ever wielded a baton 
under a circus tent, and his band, while 
not the largest, was always superb. And 
we will all take off our hats to Carl 
Clair. 

As Mr. Bunn said, give us back the 
circus parade with lots of red paint and 
gold-leaf and six and eight-horse teams! 
Then we will hear the big circus bands 
again and send a good number of mu- 
sicians back to work.

Specially Treated Canvas, Not 
Aluminum Top, Used by R-B Show 


CINCINNATI, July 29.—In The Bill- 
board of July 29, on page 4, appeared an 
article that an experimental aluminum 
canvas was used for the first time, as a 
blacksmith top, during the engagement 
in Pittsburgh of the Ringling-Barnum 
Circus. It has since been learned that 
the story, while based on facts, was mis- 
leading. 

During the R-B engagement in Phila- 
delphia this year John L. Vanderherch- 
en, president of the Fireproof Fabric 
Sales Corporation of that city, submit- 
ted a piece of canvas which he claimed 
to be both fireproof and waterproof 
after having been processed by his pat- 
ented method. As an additional selling 
argument he stated the canvas could be 
attractively colored by adding pigment 
to his preparation. An executive of the 
show suggested that Mr. Vanderherchen 
use aluminum powder instead of pig- 
ment, thinking it might be a help in 
lighting the circus, also act as heat in- 
sulation against sun rays. 


The idea was new to Mr. Vander- 
herchen. The show executive further 
suggested that Mr. Vanderherchen get 
the help of the engineers of the Alumi- 
hum Company of America. Under date 
of April 14, the Atlanta office of that 
company wrote the show executive stat- 
ing that it had completed its work with 
Mr. Vanderherchen’s concern and it be- 
lieved Mr. Vanderherchen had a prod- 
uct worth considering. About the same 
time Mr. Vanderherchen wrote the show 
executive giving the same information. 

The outcome was that the Big Show 
has built a blacksmith shop out of its 
regular eight-ounce twill which has 
been processed with Mr. Vanderherch- 
en’s product in which he has used 
aluminum bronze instead of color pig- 
ment. it is not aluminum canvas, as 
the published article stated, but ordi- 
nary tent material treated with the 
patented preparation in which alumi- 
num bronze is used for coloring.

Pool Whirl

We all strive to leave “footprints in 
the sands of time,” and pool Owners can 
make their impressions in the sands of 
their own beach. That is to say. I’ve 
noticed that not enough attention is 
being given to sand beaches of pools. 
Too many of them are cluttered with 
paper, which, of course, is the fault of 
the beach man, and too often the sand 
is either too coarse or too dirty for com- 
fort. 


Just as important as it is to have 
clean water, so it is essential for a pool 
man to have nice sparkling sand. Don’t 
be misled into buying and employing 
red sand or even the new black sand, 
which is said to come from the Isle of 
Pires off Cuba. Granted it’s unique, 
but your patron wants to feel that what 
he or she lies down on is as clean as a 
newly laundered sheet and as soothing. 
Red, black or coarse sand just doesn't 
fill the bill.

Mr. Scholler started races here for the 
30th time. In North Vernon, Ind., he 
started for the 24th time. He also will 
start in Montpelier and Hicksville, O., 
and is booked till late fall.

New Program for Each Day Policy 
Will Be Inaugurated in Brockton 


BROCKTON, Mass., July 29.—In- 
augurating a policy of a new program 
for each day. Brockton Fair this year 
will provide just what the statement of 
policy indicates. It will be an innova- 
tion in fair amusement programs. For 
example, if stunt flying and cannon 
shooting are to form the features on 
Monday these will not be repeated on 
Tuesday, but instead entirely new fea- 
ture acts will be substituted. If an act 
is able to double or triple in its work, so 
much the better, for then this act may 
be used time and again during fair. 


American Fireworks Company will 
again furnish the big night spectacle, 
this year staging The Burning of Rome. 
Horse racing and horse shows will play 
an important part in the program. 
Pari-mutuel betting, which has gone 
over so big in Rockingham, N. H., is not 
vet in the cards for Brockton Fair, as a 
bill was defeated by six votes in the 
Legislature. but plans are now being 
laid for this form of betting in another 
year, and when it does come attendance 
at Brockton Fair is expected to double. 


Directors, while in no way abandon- 
ing their huge displays of agricultural, 
horticultural and industrial products, 
have concluded that what the fair- 
going public wants and must have is 
amusement. More time and effort than 
ever before are being given to this 
type of program. It is the plan to have 
something in the way of entertainment 
from early morning until late at night. 

For the first time the fairgrounds will 
be open on Sunday under American 
Legion auspices. Arrangements have 
been made for the Legion to stage 
many special events on that day and 
this permits of buildings being opened 
to the public and keeping the fair 
actually open on that day. This is ex- 
pected to bring a new total attendance 
record, 


Brockton Fair suffered severe finan- 
cial loss last spring when one of its 
largest buildings, used for agricultural 
and horticultural displays, burned. Evi- 
dence pointed to work of a firebug, and 
it was discovered that this fire maniac 
apparently had intended burning other 
buildings on the grounds.

Afternoon grand-stand shows 
consisted for the first three days of Milt 
Hinkle’s Texas Rodeo, and Mr. McGowan 
said the interest it created placed 
rodeos far ahead of horse racing as a 
drawing card in this territory. 

Royal American Shows, on the mid- 
way, reported the best business in sev- 
eral seasons. Max Goodman, with the 
contract for all concessions, reported a 
successful week. 

Mr. McGowan attributed increased 
attendance to continuance of the free- 
gate policy and to rising wheat prices 
and improved crop outlook. Attendance 
exceeded 1932 by some 20,000. 

Altho the fair management aban- 
doned open live-stock classes of com- 
petition this year as an economy 
measure, several live-stock growers ex- 
hibited. 


“Rome” Spec for South 
Africa; Striano to S. Am. 


BOSTON, July 29.—South Africa is 
another foreign booking for the Ameri- 
can Fireworks Co.’s pyrotechnic produc- 
tion of The Burning of Rome, according to 
Fred. C. Murray, display manager of the 
firm. Understood that ten grand is in- 
volved in the contract, with spec an- 
nounced for next December in the 
Ethiopian spot. Harry Witt, company’s 
foreign agent, negotiated the booking. 

Because Rome will be given at the 
Hamburg (N. Y.) and Brockton (Mass.) 
fairs, Mr. Murray has abandoned plans 
for the trip to South America, where the 
spec will also be presented, as previously 
announced. Al Striano made the trip 
instead, having sailed for Venezuela on 
the S. S. Caracas last Saturday. He and 
his working crew expect to be back in 
time to set out for South Africa.

“This plan of action,” Major Lohr 
added, “has prevented numerous clos- 
ings of shows, rides and other features 
which has marked previous expositions 
because of lack of sufficient income 
curing early months when attendance 
was low.” 

Attitude of the fair management to- 
ward concessioners, he said, is one of 
co-operation, with the primary rule to 
make only such regulations as will en- 
courage largest attendance by the 
public.

CHICAGO, July 29.—With more than 
$110,000 in prize money, Cook County 
Fair opened yesterday on the grounds 
at North avenue and River road. It 
was Ccok County Day and had mem- 
bers of the county board and politicians 
as speakers. Today is Farmers’ Day. 

The grounds are attractive, being 
decked out in new paint, with new 
flags fluttering. A big steel and wood 
grand stand and bleachers have been 
installed since last summer, with seating 
capacity of 10,000. An innovation is the 
one-half mile illuminated race track for 
nicht racing. 

Rubin & Cherry Shows on the mid- 
way are attractively set off with newly 
painted, decorated and _ illuminated 
fronts. Barnes-Carruthers put in the 
free acts, produced in form of a revue, 
The World on Parade. Cervone’s Band 
is furnishing music. 

The fair is expected to draw unusual- 
ly well because neither Central States 
Fair, Aurora. nor Interstate Fair, Kanka- 
kee, will be held this year. 


Special Bid for Kiddies 
In North Montana’s Plans 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., July 29. — A 
new feature for North Montana Fair, 
August 21-26, will be a special enter- 
tainment program for school children 
on opening morning, with all grand- 
stand seats free to boys and girls and 
their parents, program to start at 10 
o'clock. As opening day is School Chil- 
dren's Day and they will be admitted 
free, thousands from all parts of Mon- 
tana are expected. Last year about 
12.006 came, and this year the manage- 
ment expects upwards of 20,000. Free 
tickets have been mailed to 47,850 school 
children in northern and central coun- 
ties. 

Entertainment for the free program on 
opening morning includes a Shetland 
pony race for children under 14 years 
of age and a pony race for children 
from 14 to 18 years. Prizes will be given. 
There also will be numbers by commu- 
nity children’s bands. 

Attendance premiums, including Shet- 
land ponies, pups and probably bicycles, 
will be offered by the management at 
the special morning program for chil- 
dren. This will be handled in the same 
way as the general attendance premium 
program during the six days. It is 
pointed out that such a program will 
afford an outlet for much talent that 
cannot be handled on the regular daily 
fair lineup of entertainment.

CINCINNATI, July 29.—In response to 
a request from Hamilton County Com- 
missioners for information as to their 
authority over Hamilton County Agricul- 
tural Society, which conducts Carthage 
Fair, County Prosecuting Attorney Louis 
J. Schneider rendered an opinion. 

This opinion informs the commission- 
ers that, outside of their holding title 
to the grounds and improvements, they 
have little authority. The _ society’s 
board of directors has full charge of the 
property and moneys derived from the 
fairs are used for their upkeep and 
care. The directors are elected by 
“members” of the society, the members 
being persons who purchase “member- 
ship tickets” each year and who are en- 
titled to vote at the election of di- 
rectors, usually held at the fairgrounds 
during the fair week. 

In case that new property is to be 
purchased for the grounds, or new im- 
provements added, the commissioners 
have authority to expend up to $10,000 
for this purpose from the county's gen- 
eral fund, but if more than that is 
needed it must be authorized by a vote 
of the people at a general election.

Newspaper at Williston, N. D., cites an incident affecting 
New Model Shows—show agent informs The Billboard 
that athree months’ State highway grant had been secured 


CINCINNATI, July 29—With many show organizations exhiniting in num- 
bers of States during exhibiting seasons, and of late years encountering diversified 


laws and requirements regarding operation of motor trucks and licenses, 


along 


with permits, issued in some instances to travel over highways of a State for one or 
more movements between engagements, with foreign-State truck licenses—with-. 
out buying local-State plates —- showmen have been in successive quandaries. 
Advice to overland traveling shows has been to secure guiding data from the 


respective State Highway Departments of 
the States in which they have engage- 
ments, before entry into their borders, 
However, there have been instances of 
this not covering the rather awkward 
situation. 


The following recently appeared in 
The Williston (N. D.) Herald relative to 
an incident encountered by New Model 
Shows—the newspaper gave the title as 
“Model Shows”: 


“R. Smith, first assistant to Steve Ter. 
horst, and O. O. Haakenson, of the State 
regulatory department, today notified 
the management of the Model Shows, 
carnival company opening here tomor- 
row, that North Dakota licenses must be 
taken out for their trucks. 


“N. J. Demaree estimated that fees to 
be collected for the State will total 
around $200. He said also that delin- 
quencies checked here in truck opera- 
tion during the last two weeks show 
that in operation of trucks in the 
Minot and Williston districts the State 
has been losing nearly $100,000 a year in 
license fees. 


“The carnival management was un- 
familiar with the North Dakota law. Its 
manager said they were ready to comply 
with it.” 


Relative to the occurrence at Willis- 
ton, T. I. Cash, general agent New Model 
Shows, wrote The Billboard from Mincx, 
N. D., July 27, in part as follows: “The

The cere- 
mony was staged in front of the fair 
grand stand, the Indians decked out in 
full regalia.

A Definite Plan 
To Aid Pitehdom 


By D. F. (HOOT) McFARLAND 


This question of a pitchmen’s organi- 
zation may all sound very simple and 
easy. But even if it were possible, the 
best you would have would be an or- 
ganization of “friendly enemies.” 

One thing that seems strange to me 
is that you never hear any of the man- 
ufacturers and jobbers, who supply 
pitchmen, offering any suggestions or co- 
operation. And yet towns that are 
closed to pitchmen and small direct 
salesmen are afraid to stop men who 
are making direct sales for some of the 
very large direct-selling manufacturers. 
The reason is because the big companies 
back up their salesmen. 

Now if it were possible to get the 
jobbers to organize and give pitchmen 
the same backing the big companies 
give their roadmen it would be a big 
help. 

I believe it is impossible to organize 
pitchmen. Even Tom Kennedy knows 
that. But he is like the rest of us. We 
all easily believe that which we most 
earnestly hope for. If we didn’t we 
would not have the courage to carry on. 

Here is a suggestion that may be of 
some help. 

There are a number of manufacturers 
of patented items that are sold by 
pitchmen. Let’s suppose that a certain 
manufacturer has six patented items 
and has done business with pitchmen 
for 15 years to the extent of around 
$30,000 gross business a year. Now that 
many towns are closed and more closing 
every day, the pitchmen are not able 
to sell as many units and the company’s 
business falls way off—everybody loses. 

Now here is one way that I believe

will open a lot of towns. Let’s suppose 
a little further and say that a manufac- 
turer is established and well known to 
the profession. He organizes a holding 
company for his patents. Now any 
pitchman who wants to sell the items 
covered by his patents can buy a share 
of stock in the holding company. This 
will have the effect of converting the 
pitchman into a PART OWNER of the 
patents covering the items he sells. He 
will then be armed with copies of the 
patents (costing about 10 cents each), 
his share of stock ($5) proving part 
ownership, a letter from the holding 
company, a list of stockholders, etc. 
Ther if local authorities say that our 
pitchman will not be permitted to work 
they will tangle themselves with Federal

Pitchmen I Have Met

One of the biggest medicine 
show outfits is owned and op- 
erated by Doc Marcus B. Marcell, 
of California. Marcell’s show 
(when on the road) is transported 
on 15 trucks, and in addition 
there are three housecars, a cal- 
liope, a ballyhoo truck, con- 
structed to resemble a railroad 
locomotive, and three or four pas- 
senger cars. Thirty-two people 
are on the roster when the show 
is going full blast. . 

The last time I had the pleas- 
ure of running onto Marcell was {} 
in Dayton, O., where he was work- 
ing light, as he was making a 
hurried trip across the continent 
to look over the Big City, in re- 
gard to opening an institution 
similar to the one he has in 
Hollywood. 

In Dayton he was working off 
a platform, and to the rear his 
office was in a 21-foot trailer, the 
most completely furnished I have 
ever seen, in or out of Pitchdom. 

Marcell is well known in the 
business for he has been on the 
road all his life. His parents were 
performers on the old Warner 
Bros.’ Wagon Circus, way back be- 
fore the Civil War. In the later 
years, when Marcell was a wee 
tot, he accompanied his parents 
on the Adam Forepaugh Shows 
and there got his early training 
in the canvas show world.

ELIEVING that showmen will get 

some food for thought out of an 

editorial that appeared in Ameri- 
can Business for June (the paper is 
published monthly by the National Ass»- 
ciation of American Business Clubs of 
Detroit), under the head, “Fish Peddlers 
or Merchandise,” I am reprinting it 
herewith: 


“Many times advertising gets to be 
something like competition among fish 
peddlers, with everyone shouting ‘fish,’ 
‘lowest prices,’ ‘freshest in town’ and 
‘buy from me. 


“It is a good idea to stick to a sales 
appeal that sells, a sales appeal that 
tells why your product is the one the 
user should buy because of what it will 
do for him. But when it comes to being 
unable to get an old idea out of an 
advertiser’s head or a new idea into it, 
it is time that something should be 
done. And usually the buyers do it; 
they give their patronage to others. 


“Advertisers are something like the 
producers of motion pictures. Let some- 
one get out a play that is popular or an 
advertising appeal that seems to attract 
attention and then all the ‘me too’ boys 
join the mad rush and trample each 
other underfoot. Yet, these same ad- 
vertisers will in 99 cases out of 100 turn 
the idea down if presented to them first. 


“One good way to stand out from 
competition, either in a buyers’ or a 
sellers’ market, a price market or a 
quality one, is to get an appeal that 
is different. 

“When everyone is shouting at you, 
‘Buy from me,’ ‘My price is lowest,’ etc., 
what reason have you, as a buyer, to 
choose one from the rest of the raucous 
hawkers. 

“The one who wants the patronage of 
the pubiic should distinguish himself 
from the mob of fish peddlers by an 
appeal that is different and he should 
show enough interest in the buyer to 
tell him at least why it will be to the 
buyer's benefit to buy from him, instead 
of making a frantic plea for someone 
to take something off his hands. 

“Sellers who do not show enough in- 
terest to present the merits of their 
product and show the buyer why and 
how he will benefit from its use, do 
not deserve to make a sale and with the 
cries of cheapness and almost beggarly 
appeals for buyers to pull sellers’ chest- 
nuts out of the fire, it is no wonder 
that sales have suffered. Conditions may

Otherwise you do not deserve 
patronage—and you won't lixely get it.”

Fair at Puyallup, Wash., frowned upon 
the idea of having an organized carnival 
on its midway and went independent. 
So well satisfied were the officers and 
directors that they decided to follow 
that policy again at this year’s fair. To 
use the words of an official of the fair 
organization: “Last year proved con- 
clusively that the fair could make more 
money and run it as seen fit, and not 
according to the ideas and likes of carni- 
val managers. Financial results of the 
tryout were more than gratifying in 
Spite of the depression.”

The Ferris Wheel got a great “break” 
in the magazine section of The Decatur 
Herald and Review of Sunday, July 23. 
The story, written by J. S. Patton, dealt 
with this popular riding device from 
the time of its inception to date and 
was illustrated with a cut of the late

general manager of the Eli Bridge Com- 
pany, and a reproduced drawing of the 
device in action with a large crowd 
gathered around.

You hit the nail 
on the head, but the only trouble is 
you cannot drive the nail into the heads 
of concession men, who, as a rule, are 
too dumb to see the trouble; in fact, 
they do not want to see it.

The managers 
of the shows are to blame to a great 
extent, as they work with the operators 
from the office and encourage them.”

“Chinatown,” has been opened by Emil 
Hoppe. Mr. and Mrs. Duther have added 
to their Penitentiary Show a feature, 
“Zangara,” in the electrocution cham- 
ber, a reproduction of electrocution. 
Another new ride arrived, Ridee-O, mak- 
ing a total of 10 rides. Manager Max 
Linderman, who has been away from 
the show the past week, has returned 
from a successful fairs-booking trip in 
the South.

Nobody plays names but 
RKO Keith's. 

According to Tommy Meehan, RKO’s 
city manager, vaudeville will play a big 
part in this winter’s billing there as 
well as at the Keith, Boston. Vinson 
promises bigger and better shows at 
the Scollay, and his “Big 8” bill has 
been a hit from the start. Metropolitan 
plays vaudeville acts with stage presen- 
tation, latest Willie and Eugene Howard. 
Rumors that Washington Street Olym- 
pic, Publix, for 16 years twin vaude 
house with Scollay Square, will return 
to vaude this fall not affirmed yet. 
Straight vaude house with no pictures 
would have big chance here, but all 
houses owned by picture people, which 
votes that one out. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—Never 
have vaudeville prospects appeared 
brighter than at the present moment 
in the San Francisco Bay area. Recent- 
ly when toth the Golden Gate and War- 
field theaters broke records by doing 
upwards of $20,000 weekly, vaude ex- 
perts saw the handwriting on the wall 
as an unqualified comeback for “flesh 
shows.” 

There are three houses playing vaude 
in San Francisco, namely the Golden 
Gate, the Warfield and the El Capitan. 
The first books RKO vaudeville thru 
Ken Dailey locally and thru Bern Ber- 
nard, of Los Angeles. Warfield and El 
Capitan are both Fanchon & Marco 
bookings. Orpheum, of Oakland, which 
had been playing pictures exclusively 
until recently, a few weeks ago tried 
flesh acts by booking Al Peirce and his 
Gang, NBC artists. So successful was 
the experiment that house has now gone 
vaude with a hey nonny no and hot 
hotcha, booking five acts regularly thru 
Fanchon & Marco. 


Currently the Golden Gate has on its 
bill Armanda Chirot, Jose Marcado, 
Alice and Sonny La Mont, Will Aubrey 
and Franklin and Warner. At the War- 
field are Florence Desmond, Hollywood 
star: Roth and Shay, Maxine and Bobby 
and Sunkist Beauties. El Capitan has 
Peggy O'Neill’s Revue, Buster West, Roy 
Cummings, Scott and Lambert, with all 
houses also showing pictures. Eddie 
Peabody and Company played the Oak- 
land Orpheum, the only vaude house 
in that city. 

All Bay area vaude houses seem to 
have adopted a policy of a bill of five 
acts each. Turn in the tide of vaude- 
ville seems to have dated with the ap- 
pearance of Al Peirce and his Gang at 
both the Golden Gate here and 
the Orpheum of Oakland a few weeks 
ago, when the local house _ grossed 
around $23,000 on percentage. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 29.—Accord. 
ing to the managers of vaudeville book- 
ing agencies and theaters using “flesh” 
in the Kansas City territory, the outlook 
for vaudeville the coming season is 
better than it has been in three years. 


At present Kansas City can boast of 
only one vaudeville house, the RKO 
Mainstreet. There are suburban houses 
that use an occasional “flesh” show, but 
the Mainstreet is the only house that 
can actually be termed a vaude house. 
For the last several months the Main- 
street’s schedule included a vaude show 
on an average of two or three weeks 
in the month. A continuous vaudeville 
policy is prohibited, due to the scarcity 
cf worth-while available shows, and also 
shortage of money among the theater- 
goers, according to Lawrence Lehman, 
manager of the RKO Mainstreet. 


Lehman further stated that a 
definite vaudeville policy for the fall 
theatrical season has not been an- 
nounced at his house for that reason. 
It is rumored that the Mainstreet would 
play large productions during the fall 
season. To this Lehman advised that 
the large productions would be too 
costly and could only be staged with an 
increase in admission prices. Present 
conditions would prohibit an increase in 
admission prices. Lehman stated that 
vaudeville is in great demand at the 
present time and that the fall season 
has great promises for a strong come- 
back for “in the flesh” shows. 

The RKO Western Vaudeville > 
under the management of Amy Cox, is 
making preparations for a busy the- 
atrical season. In the absence from the 
city of Miss Cox, John Cotton, of that 
office, stated that even during the sum- 
mer months this year vaudeville is in 
demand, and that during June and July 
of this year their office booked more 
vaudeville acts in houses in Missouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma than at any time 
during the last two years, including the 
winter months, or in mid-vaudeville 
season. 


Cotton stated that in cities of 50,000 
or less unit shows were in demand, and 
in larger cities the demand leaned to- 
ward the three, four and five-act bills. 
The RKO Western Vaudeville Office re- 
ceived more inquiries during the last few 
months than at any time in the past 
three years. From the general view- 
point, created by interest shown and in- 
quiries, Cotton states their office antici- 
pates a very good fall season for vaude- 
ville. 

One of the detriments to the come- 
back of vaudeville is the younger gen- 
eration now managing theaters. Cotton 
believes they have become picture- 
minded and that their lack of knowledge 
of show business has a tendency to 
withdraw their interest from the “flesh” 
shows. 


DETROIT, July 29.—Use of flesh in 
Detroit theaters is about to take a major 
spurt, according to present announced 
plans, after a prolonged slump ever since 
the bank holidays of last February. The 
Fox, largest local house, is playing four 
and five-act bills, with Sam Jack Kauf- 
man as master of ceremonies, and book- 
ing by D. M. Idzal, manager. No other 
first-run house is now playing vaude, 
but the Colonial is playing a three-split 
week, on a second-run policy, and the 
Dawn, now playing one day a week, will 
probably change to a full week in Sep- 
tember. The former Bonstelle Civic, to 
be renamed, opens as a vaudefilm house 
next month under Lew Kane, with book- 
ing by Sol Berns office. 


RKO is not planning any stage show 
program this fall, with Jack Benny com- 
ing in next week for one week of flesh 
policy only, at the Downtown. Howard 
Pierce, associated with the management 
of the newly acquired Trendle theaters, 
constituting all remaining first-run 
houses, toid The Billboard no immediate 
change to stage shows was contemplated; 
however, Trendle’s policy in the past has 
favored acts, and it is believed some of 
the houses will resume a bill, booking 
independently. Several neighborhood 
houses are reported considering vaude- 
ville thru the local offices. 


Detroit’s theatrical booking offices have 
reached a new low in time, with Sol 
Berns booking one and one-half weeks; 
Michigan Vaudeville Managers having 
one week, and United Booking Office 
none. Berns is practically assured of 
four to five weeks by September, with 
the other offices planning more intensive 
theater coverage at the close of the out- 
door season. However, Detroit offices are 
booking local acts almost entirely, with 
an overflow of talent available, and the 
city offers almost no opportunity to 


out-of-town acts at present, except big 
name acts. 


PITTSBURGH, July 29.—Pittsburgh 
is now more certain of the return of 
vaudeville in the fall than it has been 
for the hast two years. Altho local 
managers Of former combo houses hesi- 
tate to make any definite announce- 
ments until they get word from their 
home offices, the reopening of local 
mills and the general public confidence 
for the return of better times add no 
little to the belief that “flesh” acts will 
soon reign in the two leading houses— 
Warner’s Stanley and Loew’s Penn. 

Mike Cullen, Penn manager, declares 
that he is awaiting word from New 
York. Since Col. Ed Schiller, of the 
Loew Circuit, promised to give vaude a 
fair trial in all the key cities, there is 
little possibility of the Penn to be over- 
looked. The Loew Circuit, which is now 
bocking only 12 weeks of vaude, will ex- 
pand, it is reported, to 25 or SO weeks. 

Donn Wermuth, general manager of 
local Warner Brothers’ theaters, is cer- 
tain of the return of stage attractions 
to the Stanley if the Penn turms combo. 
A written agreement between these two 
cinema cathedrals states that both op- 
erate under the same general policies. 

Pittsburgh has been’ fed with 
flickers only for the last two years. The 
Variety did go combo last winter, but 
lack of good acts soon f6und the house 
cinema-minded again. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 29.—Prospects 
for vaudeville here during the coming 
Season are undetermined largely because 
the renewal of labor contracts which ex- 
pire this month, with the controversies 
expected to ensue, may cause Loew to go 
sound temporarily and may prevent the 
scheduled return of flesh to the RKO 
Orpheum. 

Present conditions are the worst in 
years. Of the three major houses in 
the business area—Loew’s State, RKO 
Orpheum and the Saenger—only Loew 
has retained vaude. The Orpheum went 
dark some time back during negotia- 
tions for a 12-week cut of 12% per cent 
and never did get into its stride when it 
reopened with vaude. Grosses dwindled 
so that the house was ordered all sound, 
@ policy which has not remedied the 
situation. The manager is quoted as 
=e return of vaudeville in the 

When the Saenger receiver attempted 
to slash salaries resulting labor troubles 
forced that house into straight pictures 
with a resulting drop in grosses. Where 
a $6,000 week had been bad, the house 
has dropped under $3,000 at least one 
time since sound. If business condi- 
tions pick up and suitable labor agree- 
ments can be reached the reported hook- 
up between Interstate and Saenger may 
be put into effect and flesh returned 
to the city’s most sumptious theater. 


Radio acts and performers head- 
quartering here have been getting oc- 
casional one-night stands in the coun- 
try houses, these bookings running as 
far as Beaumont, Tex. Independent 
neighborhood houses, struggling for pat- 
ronage, occasionally add an act to boost 
business, but this is secondary to the 
prize give-away methods used to attract 
patronage. Booking agents here do not 
play an important part in such bookings 
and there is at present no booker with 
a string of houses on his books. 

There is a demand for flesh here; 
its return depends upon the attitude 
of circuits, labor unions and business 
conditions.

McAviney, arrested on a warrant is- 


sued by Durant, was not present in City 
Court when his case was called. Judge 
William L. Hadden, his counsel, asked a 
continuance until August 8, asserting 
that he would carry out a fight directed 
at the constitutionality of the statute 
thru the higher courts. Judge Joseph 
Weiner fixed McAviney’s bond at $1,000. 

“McAviney had stored his machines 
pending negotiations to sell them in 
New York,” Judge Hadden said. “I feel 
that he evidenced an obedience to the 
provisions of the law by taking his ma- 
chines out of the stores and other places 
where they had been in operation and 
storing them where they could not be 
used for illegal purposes until such 
time as he was able to dispose of them.” 

Major Durant, in explaining the raid 
on McAviney’s warehcuse, said that he 
had received a complaint that McAviney, 
one of the larger slot-machine operators 
in Connecticut, had not disposed of his 
machines on July 1 as required by 
statute. He issued a search warrant 
which was handed to Policemen Simon 
Reising and Raymond J. Malone and Al- 
fred J. Koch to execute. Chief Philip T. 
Smith personally directed the raid. It 
was Chief Smith who waged the suc-

“That is the manufacturer’s ideal and 
also his problem,” Mr. Gottlieb stated. 
“We must build durability into our ma. 
chines and then there is always the de- 
mand for the new machines to cater to 
the public’s wishes. 

“Brokers Tip and Big Broadcast are 
selling very strong thruout the country. 
Jobbers are reporting the demand very 
brisk despite the so-called summer 
slump. Brokers Tip, based upon the 
playing appeals of Five Star Final and 
Big Broadcast, is reported to be a big 
attraction to vacationers at the resort 
locations. Our production facilities have 
been kept going steadily all summer 
since we announced the game, and that 
speaks well for the stability of the in- 
dustry, as well as it has been very en- 
couraging to us.” 


Big Sale of 
Cig. Venders 


BALTIMORE, July 29.—“Who said 
they weren’t buying!” was the exclama- 
tion heard from E. V. Ross, of the 
Oriole Coin Machine Corporation here, 
when he recently closed a sale of 300 
cigaret vending machines to one party.

Max Gaby, of the Standard Sales

It 
is reported that Maryland has been fa- 
vorable toward merchandising machines.

CMMA Plans 
Framing Code 


Organization will seek to 
comply 100 per cent with 
the NRA requirements 


CHICAGO, July 29.—Notice was issued 
today by the Coin Machine Manu- 
facturers’ Association for a special call 
meeting to be held at the Swedish Club, 
642 Wrightwood avenue, Friday evening, 
August 4, at 7 o'clock. The meeting is 
being called to consider formulating a 
code to comply with the requirements 
of the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, it was stated in the notices sent 
out. 


Lee S. Jones, executive head of the 
CMMA, received instructions this week 
from the head of the NRA, along w.th 
other trade bodies, suggesting what 
points should be covered in the code 
to comply fully with the requirements. 
These instructions will be brought before 
the meeting for guidance in shaping the 
code. All} members of the association 
and all manufacturers in the coin- 
machine trade are being urged to attend 
the meeting. 


“This meeting should be considered 
very important by all manufacturers in 
the trade,” Mr. Jones stated. “We should 
strive to comply fully with the sugges- 
tions of the Administration as soon as 
possible, because too many people still 
look upon us sour grapes.” 


Blatt Promises 
Greatest Plan 


BROOKLYN, July 29.—The Supreme 
Vending Company, with headquarters 
here, is preparing to present what is 
expected to be a revolutionary idea to 
the coin-machine industry, according 
to William Blatt, president, and some- 
times called the “little Napoleon” of the 
coin-machine industry. 


It is stated that the announcement 
when made will be in keeping with the 
previous history of the firm for initiat- 
ing new ideas and trade practices. It is 
recalled that the Supreme firm back in 
1929 presented its 50 per cent return 
trade-in allowance plan, a_ three 
months’ guarantee plan and other ideas 
which swept the country and estab- 
lished precedent.

In 
February, 1932, Supreme also did the 
unusual in the coin-machine field by 
making public the number of machines 
sold in 1931. The total reached 17,189 
machines sold by the Supreme firm in 
one year for the three manufacturers, 
Genco, Inc.; Bally Manufacturing Com- 
pany and Keeney & Sons. 


Mr. Blatt states that his legal counsel 
now has the new plan under considera- 
tion and he anticipates it will be the 
greatest trade sensation in coin-machine 
history when announced. He explains 
that the plan has been lying dormant 
for some time, due to the fact that the 
Automatic “~bbers’ Association, Inc., of 
which he was treasurer, was in existence 
and the new plan would probably not 
be considered in accordance with the 
regulations of the association. Now 
that the AJA has been dissolved, as 
announced in the July 22 issue of The 
Billboard, Mr. Blatt feels that he can go 
ahead with his plans. 


He promises that the new idea will 
entirely revolutionize present methods of 
jobbing and distributing machines and 
that the operator will be the one to 
benefit chiefly from the idea. The 
operator will then be able to do a 
number of things in the way he has 
always wanted to do them, Mr. Blatt 
states. He also claims that the total 
number of distributors in the country 
will be about 20 and that manufac- 
turers will sell more machines than 
ever.

On Injunction 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Full details of 
the temporary injunction granted the 
makers of the Pok-O-Mat machine 
against James S. Bolan, New York com- 
missioner of police, and all members of 
the police department, reveals the state- 
ment by Justice Cuff, of the Supreme 
Court, that the Pok-O-Mat machines 
“are not gambling devices.” The verdict 
as written indicates a number of hear- 
ings of evidence, both by the plaintiffs 
and by the police agencies, and also that 
a machine was brought into court to be 
examined. 

The temporary restraining injunction 
was granted on July 8 and restrains all 
police from seizing or threatening to 
seize the machines anywhere on loca- 
tions. Also, if machines should be 
seized by any member of the police force 
they must be returned to the owners. 
Jackson Bloom is named in the bill as 
the plaintiff asking for the injunction; 
the Pok-O-Mat machines are distributed 
nationally by the firm of Stewart & 
McGuire, makers of the cigaret venders 
that bear their name. 


Jumbo Tables 
Here To Stay 


LOS ANGELES, July 29.—‘Jumbo 
tables are here to stay. They are a 
permanent and final investment for any 
operator of pin games.” Thus stated 
Fred C. McClellan, one of the four fa- 
mous McClellan brothers, of Portland, 
Ore., who have introduced the giant 
tables to Pacific Coast operators and 
are now arranging national distribution 
on the big games. 

“The big tables never wear out in at- 
tractiveness,” McClellan continued. “The 
appearance of the jumbo table is strik- 
ing; it attracts players that ordinarily 
would not notice the now so common 
small table. The action a player gets in 
seeing the large balls roll makes it a 
wonderfully interesting table. Our ex- 
perience has been that the larger type 
table holds locations almost indefinitely, 
which in itself does away with chiseling. 
We, before starting to manufacture, had 
the large tables on location on the 
Coast, and for a considerable time wit- 
nessed 2 phencmenai experience in the 
fact that the jumbo has increased in 
receipts whereas the small gables have 
practically become nil. I firmly believe 
that the small table, with the exception 
of small-quartered locations, will never 
produce receipts worth efforts of collect- 
ing, regardless of what might be ingor- 
porated into a small table. 

“Bear in mind that this business is 
still only in its infancy, and that an 
aggressive man who puts his undivided 
time into this business and who will 
contact his locations regularly three 
times a week, and service his tables by 
cleaning and oiling, will always make 
a liberal salary, be his own boss, get 
his cash every week and have no ba- 
nanas to perish or bad accounts to 
scratch off.” 


Pep Letters To Be Sent 
To Operators on Game 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Daval Manu- 
facturing Company, Chicago, manufac- 
turer of the Club House machine, is said 
to be ready to send out a series of let- 
ters prepared by its advertising counsel 
which are said to be in effect pep let- 
ters to operators.

NEW YORK, July 29.—The Star Ma- 
chine Manufacturers, the Bronx, are 
busy with a beer-dispensing pump. This 
firm announced a new Electric Hoist for 
the coin trade, but the demand for beer 
apparatus has been so great that coin 
machines have for the time being been 
put in the background. The Star people 
are reported to have some fine work to 
their credit, including airplane equip- 
ment for the government, electric travel- 
ing signs for national advertisers and 
other mechanical and electrical devices 
calling for engineering facilities. 

The popularity of the Star beer pump 
is attributed to the fact that a single 
unit is small and compact enough to 
fit under any counter and at the same 
time is powerful enough to use at the 
largest bars. It uses no carbonic acid 
gas and is said to be a money saver in 
that respect, costing about 15 cents per 
month to operate. Much of the business 
is said to be replacing carbonic acid gas 
equipment with the new Star. 

Other features are the adjustable col- 
lar of foam and the automatic purifier.

The Coin Chute

Trade Conditions 


It is evident that the dull summer of 
1933 has brought the manufacturers a 
much steadier flow of business than 
anybody had anticipated; that is, the 
manufacturers who ere left. The manu- 
facturing circle seems also to be pretty 
Well settled at present; there are rum- 
blings, shifts and new agreements being 
made in jobbing and operating circles. 
Everybody expects conditions generally 
to be settled ky September 1, when the 
new coiN-machine year is supposed to 
begin. 

It is still too soon to anticipate just 
What new ideas and machines ere in 
store for us. There are a number of 
counter games that are still climbing 
upward in sales; we are also promised 
Some very new ideas in counter games. 
There is some good promotion being 
done for the giant pin-game tables. 
The progressive skill idea is also getting 
a good start in the pin games; the coin 
divider and the totalizer are getting 
renewed emphasis. Strange to say, the 
old square circle games have been re- 
vived in two or three new layouts. The 
spinning reels are being studied for 
every possible application to the amuse- 
ment machine. 

The marketing field is sure to receive 
more attention than ever known before 
in coin-machine history. The jobber 
situation is being carefully watched by 
everybody in the trade, and the tighten- 
ing of lines is indicated by the great 
increase in exclusive contracts. The 
extension of credit to operators in. buy- 
ing machines is destined to play a new 
part in the trade also. Then the pro- 
motion being put back of the Baltimore 
record and reward system is centering 
attention on the merchandising of coin- 
machine amusement on locations. This 
is the greatest single merchandising 
scheme yet introduced to help sell auto- 
matic amusement to the public, and 
therefore it is of general interest. 


A fellow who designs amusement 
machines aS a business is now filling in 
by making a design for a World’s Fair 
walking cane and also @ novelty capi- 
talizing on the Italian Balbo’s flight to 
America. He is doing this to make a 
little money, he says, while a new firm 
gets under way to manufacture an 
amusement device that is said to be 
entirely new and original in its field. 


These fellows with ideas have quite 
a time. The New Deal has apparently 
not tackled the problem of ideas and 
inventions yet. The New Deal is in it- 
self a brand-new idea, so something 
may be done about brainstorms before 
the experiment in thru. A Washington 
columyist reported that the New Deal 
had put the ban on at least two im- 
portant new inventions, because they 
would upset prices right in the midst 
of trying to stabilize prices. One of 
these new inventions would reduce the 
cost of making some kind of cloth at 
least 20 per cent, rignt at the time 
when the President is trying to stabilize 
the cotton industry. So the ban is said 
to have been put on the idea. 


Which brings up rumors of other in- 
ventions that have been floating around 
for two or three years, rumors of in- 
ventions that would upset whole in- 
dustries and perhaps the entire busi- 
ness structure of the country. One of 
the rumors is that one of the big auto- 
mobile makers has in cold storage @ 
new motor development that would 
make obsolete in one moment all the 
motors, cars, factories and everything 
connected with the automobile indus- 
try; so it is still in cold storage. That 
is a high-sounding rumor, but it was 
started by one of the world’s leading 
columnists—if columnists can be be- 
lieved. Another rumor that I got by

word of mouth is that a new “talkie” 
invention is being held in cold storage 
because it would make obsolete all 
machinery in the “talkie” industry at 
one stroke. It is even said that the 
inveNtor is being paid well to keep it 
in cold storage. 

While other industries keep new in- 
ventions in cold storage to prevent a 
fierce upset, members of the coin- 
machine fraternity, from manufacturer 
to operator, are praying for a grand and 
radically new invention that will upset 
the trade from top to bottom. Some 
fellows promised us a New idea out of 
the World’s Fair, but that has not 
shown up yet. There is no new popular 
fad at present to suggest new amuse- 
ment ideas. Jigsaw puzzles were too 
full of curves to suggest an idea for 
amusement machines. Juggle Ball was 
the only attempt made to capitalize in 
the amusement machine field on the 
jigsaw fad. Now novelty people every- 
where are praying for something to take 
the place of jigsaws. 


One would say that about the ulti- 
mate had been reached in the pin 
games, what with plungers and ball lifts 
to perfection, coin dividers and total- 
izers to show the score. First announce- 
ments of fall machines show the 
progressive playing idea, which is sim- 
ply the addition of an attractive skill 
feature. Maybe if we taunt the manu- 
facturers with the idea that they have 
reached the end in new mechanical 
ideas for pin games they will show us 
@ surprise. 


Jack Keeney told me this about new 
machines before starting on that flying 
trip with his new device recently: 
“Operators are machine poor,” he said, 
“because manufacturers have, turned 
out new machines so fast and operators 
were compelled to buy new ones before 
they had made a profit on the first 
ones. If an operator refused to buy the 
newest machines some other operator 
would come along with the newest and 
get the locations.” What is the remedy 
for that? No hard and fast rule can 
be laid down by which the manufac- 
turers can control the supply of new 
machines introduced; it depends upon 
the supply of inventions, competition, 
the market aNd a number of other 
things. I don’t see how even the New 
Deal could make a code to cover the 
situation.” 


Remember the days when operators 
said they did not want high-grade pin 
games because they would not last more 
than 30 to 60 days anyway, and the 
more cheaply the games were built the 
better. Just so they would stand up 
until the novelty was gone. 


Word comes that the Florida opera- 
tors are still trying to complete their 
Organization. They are now looking 
Over model by-laws and constitutions 
preparatory to drawing up one for their 
organization. Florida operators who 
want to keep in touch with the move- 
ment should write Albert S. Dubbin, 
711 First National Bank Building, 
Miami, Fla. 


A little slug anecdote taken from the 
column “Broadway Breezes”: 

“One of the last things the late Wil- 
son Mizner did was to go to Frisco to 
plead for a relative who was arrested 
for taking nickels from telephone slot 
machines. . . . Wilson was pleading for 
the youngster. . - He told the judge 
what a good kid the relative was... . 
‘Only last week,’ said Wilson, ‘as tough 
as things were, he sent his mother $10.’ 
‘All in nickels?’ snapped the judge. 
. . However, Mizner managed to get 
the relative off. . . . Later Mizner con- 
fessed to friends that the guy was no 
dice. . ‘He’s the kind of a fellow,’ 
said Wilson, ‘who would poison a well 
at a baby’s picnic.’” 


Bally Manufacturing Company re- 
ported as visitors last week George J. 
Keppler and M. M. Marcus, well known 
in coin-machine circles and officers of 
the Markepp Company, Cleveland job- 
bers. They were in Chicago to look 
ever the new machines that Bally is 
getting ready for early announcement. 
It is reported that they were especially 
cnthusiastic about Crusader, the new 
giant pin game Bally has placed on the 
market. 


Law Not Understooa 


“Your letter received and in reply I 
wish to state that there isn’t anyone in 
the State of Connecticut who does un- 
derstand the new law that was passed 
condemning slots and different kinds of 
games. However, the authorities are 
not bothering us on pin games with 
the exception of pin games that have a 
Score card attached to the machine. 
Inclosed you will find clipping of a 
news item concerning the first case 
against an operator in Connecticut un- 
der the new law. The charge is that of 
possession of slot machines. I will keep 
in touch with you on how this case 
fares in court; we may see if the law 
really has any teeth in it. 

“Now is the time to get ready for the 
fall season, and I do believe that if you 
will call attention of the Operators to 
the fact that there will be many laws 
governing different machines, they will 
see that an operator’s organization is 
certainly necessary. This organization 
should at all. times have someone in 
Washington watching the _ different 
laws, and each State should have some- 
one designated to keep watch on new 
legislation or threatened legislation so 
that the right thing may be done before 
it becomes too late. Hope that the 
operators will see the handwriting on 
the wall and start something before it 
is too late.” (Herman Pollock, Eastern 
Sales and Service, 29 Colony street, 
Meriden, Conn.) 


Rumors are afloat concerning the 
strongest and richest group of coin- 
machine men yet extant; to be com- 
posed of manufacturers and operators of 
merchandising machines only, and will 
encompass the whole country. The 
plans have been going on for months 
and word is that the whole story is just 
about ready to break. An ample treas- 
ury to fight adverse legislation will be 
one of the chief items, and also a big 
advertising fund is in prospect. 


With Connecticut already feeling the 
effects of a drastic law and with a heavy 
tax on machines going into effect in 
Texas on August 31, it seems there is 
enough news abroad to arouse the in- 
active organizations again. Those Texas 
boys that put up such a fight for three 
years against bills of one kind and an- 
other now seem unable to get together 
egain in a big wey. A message from 
the president of the Texas operators’ 
association indicates that he is dis- 
couraged about the response from the 
operators in the State. There is also 
reported to be some division of opinion 
among operators over the State. A test 
case, of course, is brewing in Con- 
necticut. 


This one is being told about town on 
Johnny Watling, dynamic sales manager 
of the Watling Manufacturing Com- 
pany. He took some visiting friends to 
see the World’s Fair and was‘ ap- 
proached by some of the jinrikisha boys 
to push them around the grounds. 
Johnny displayed his muscular strength 
and hurled at the boy, “You push me 
around in that little gocart; you get in 
and I’ll show vou how to push a wheel- 
barrow!” It was later reported that 
Johnny’s out-of-town friends suc- 
cumbed from fatigue after tramping 
about halfway around the exposition. 


Seems that Homer Capehart is going 
out to sell coin phonographs after join- 
ing the Wurlitzer firm. Many phono 
operators will remember the energetic 
hustler when he was pushing the fine 
instruments which bore the name Cape- 
hart. 


We learn from Tom Murray that 
Harry Drollinger is planning to sell out 
his big phonograph operating business 
down in Texas. Following the death of 
his wife a short time ago, new condi- 
tions in his personal affairs have led 
him to wisk to sell out and come to 
Chicago. Harry is president. of the 
Texas operators’ association and is try- 
ing to get the boys together to fight 
the tax that goes into effect on Au- 
gust 31. 


G. F. Haley, of O. D. Jennings & 
Company, came back to the home office 
for two days last week, then returned 
to the East again. He is spending con- 
siderable time in the New York ter- 
ritory on a special business mission. 
Kenfield Moricy is working double time 
on Tips and Topics, house magazine, 
while Mr, Haley is away. 


Claude Kirk, designer of the Steeple- 
chase, told me this on the authority of 
@ doctor: Different types of alcoholic 
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drinks affect different people in various 
ways, beer is good for about 50 per cent 
of the people, and the other half it may 
not treat so well. The doctor says, for 
example, it may flush some people’s 
kidneys too freely. Then wine may be 
much better for some people than beer 
(I could not tell whether Kirk was 
merely advertising California wine, since 
he recently came from that State), and 
that everybody should find out by test 
which form of beverage agrees with 
them most. 


Jack Keeney, of Keeney & Sons, told 
me that he did not care especially fcr 
beer and that on his recent flying trip 
he had to drink lots of it to be sociable 
with the boys. Said he drank some 
German beer in New York at 45 cents 
per glass that was something different! 


Percy Smith, of Exhibit Supply Com- 
pany and sworn booster of the little 
Booster machine, told me some good 
Hitler stories that are replete with the 
real stuff, but the code of ethics under 
the New Deal will not allow them to 
be published. Anyone calling at the 
Exhibit firm may hear them at first 
hand. J. Frank Meyer, president of the 
exhibit firm, is now in the East. 


Pacific Breezes 


A survey of the West Coast shows 
three lady operators and one lady job- 
ber handling pin games. The lady 
operators are Mrs. T. J. Greene, Orland, 
Calif.; Oneta Drysdale, Long Beach, and 
Ruth D. Cohn, Seattle. With the East 
constantly bragging about its only 
woman jobber, we might make mention 
of Winnifred Denton, L. A.’s only wom- 
an jobber. Miss Denton is handling 
sales for Alfred Phaneuf at Olson Games 
Company and is, as far as known, the 
only woman jobber on the Coast. 


Despite rumors that immediately after 
Frank L. Shaw took over the reins of 
city government there would be a lift- 
ing of the ban on slot machines, the 
fact remains that the machines are 
barred in Los Angeles city limits. One 
operator planted a slot on a Hollywood 
location and the machine lasted two 
days. It cost him $60 for the experi- 
ence, 


Sol Gottlieb and M. M. Glasser have 
been spending a few days in San Fran- 
cisco in the interest of the Gottlieb and 
Genco lines. 


H. E. Leiderman, representing the 
Pacific Amusement Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Los Angeles. has been working 
Texas, Mississippi, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky and is now at the Sherman Hotel, 
Chicago, demonstrating the new Mas- 
terpiece jumbo table. Leiderman re- 
ports finding a ready field for the big 
games in the South and hundreds are 
being shipped each week into that 
territory. B. Beyer, also with the same 
firm, is at present in Cincinnati, while 
Samuel Rosenthal has opened a factory 
branch at St. Louis to handle sales and 
distribution from that point. 

Close to 100 members are now asso- 
ciated with the Western Vending Ma- 
chine Operators, merchandising ma- 
chine men, and the association has 
become affiliated with the National 
Vending Machine Operators’ Associa- 
tion.

cessful fight in the General Assembly 
to have “teeth” put in the law. 

With two trucks the police went to 
the Columbus avenue address and after 
gaining entrance loaded the machines 
and brought them to police headquer- 
ters. McAviney later presented himself 
at Mr. Durant’s office and was arrested. 

In interpreting the State slot-machine 
law, Mr. Durant said that its provisions 
are so stringent that mere possession of 
a slot machine for any purpose is illegal. 
He indicated that those slot-machine 
distributors who had not been able to 
dispose of their machines out of the 
State before July 1 had no alternative 
except to destroy them in order to escae 
arrest or prosecution. 

Asked for qa further interpretation of 
the law with reference to the position 
of carriers engaged in transporting the 
machines out of the State since July 1, 
Mr. Durant said that those carriers were 
operating in violation of the provisions 
of the statute concerning possession. 

Other slot-machine distributors were 
said by Mr. Durant and Chief Smith 
to have disposed of their machines.

Insurance Case Holds 


Attention of Coin Men 

ST. JOHN, N. B., July 29.—Consider- 
able interest is being shown by coin- 
machine men in the insurance case on 
machines now in the Supreme Court of 
New Brunswick. A. W. Covey, of the 
Dominion Novelty Company, is the 
plaintiff, and Guardian Insurance Com- 
pany, London, is defendant. 

Mr. Covey claims that he insured a 
collection of coin machines, property of 
the Dominion Novelty Company, of 
which he is treasurer, with the de- 
fendant insurance firm. At the time 
the machines were stored in a build- 
ing where the coin-machine firm had 
an office. The insurance was made out 
to Mr. Covey: in 1932 it became neces- 
sary to move the machines to another 
building and Mr. Covey claims he gave 
notice to an agent of the insurance 
firm.

Showman Uses Game Concessions 
With Success in Hawaii Territory 


By P. H. KRAFT, Honolulu 

E. K. Fernandez, outdoor showman 
and owner of the Fernandez Shows and 
other amusement projects in the Hawai- 
ian Islands, has a plan of using coin 
machines on the midways which has 
proved to be very successful. 

First, we must bear in mind that pin- 
hinging any kind of a booth or store in 
Hawaii is not practical. Everything 
must be Mailed, since concession space 
thruout the island varies. The Fernan- 
dez shows play a total of five islands, 
and during the last 29 years practically 
everybody has seen the shows. 

One idea that has been used in con- 
nection with coin machines is that of 
using a plain concession top without 
counter boards, but with a sidewall 
hung in the usual way. The booth is 
flashed as is ordinarily done and several 
pin games are placed so that the play- 
ers at all times face the flash and the 
operator. Skill machines are used and 
those players totaling a certain number 
of points get one of the electric clocks 
or whatever is being used. Showmen 
can see that this is a good idea, since 
it brings out a competitive spirit among 
many of a large crowd. This crowd 
standing around assures a plentiful 
supply of players at all times. 

Various territories vary greatly in 
their likes and dislikes as far as types 
of machines are concerned. Diggers in 
Hawaii go for the first few days of an 
engagement, then lose their appeal. 
Many are found in the downtown busi- 
ness locations thruout the islands, 
which is probably why they do not last 
so long on the midway concessions. 
The same holds true of other machines; 
if a certain machine has been wide and 
prominently displayed in the business 
centers it seems to be dead on the 
midway regardless of how worked. 

It has been found that in order to 
keep the joy zones crowded and the 
machines getting play new machines 
must as fast as they are 


brought out. The chief requisite is beat- 
ing the other fellow to it. The idea 
used during the last still spot of the 
shows in Honolulu, lasting about 19 
days, appealed to the writer more than 
anything seen thus far on the midway. 
Installation is quite expensive, yet one 
must spend money to make money. 

At the entrance of the midway, on 
the right side going into the lot and 
spotted center of the lot to the left, 
were two photomaton machines. Di- 
rectly in front of these was a show case 
as seen in stores every day, about eight 
feet long and three feet wide. Inside 
were shelves displaying attractively ar- 
ranged photos taken by the machine 
and colored. The large show-case dis- 
play insures a crowd at all times, seek- 
ing the photo of someone they know. A 
girl was employed to tint photos and 
talk with the crowd. A factory -man 
was with the machines. Directly op- 
posite and facing the other side of the 
midway were five or six pin table games. 
The flash of candy, novelties and prizes 
was placed above these. Articles were 
given for certain scores. Covering both 
types of machines was a waterproof top, 
half the side poles being removed when 
the show opened and the sidewall being 
taken away completely. 

During each of several visits the 
writer noticed much competitive play- 
img. This insured a crowd in front of 
the machines at all times, all striving 
to beat the scores of the former players. 
At a nickel many played who would not 
have played otherwise. Another feature 
noticed was the high percentage of 
women players. They seemed to catch 
the competitive spirit as much as the 
men. Another observation was the 
large number of “white collar” players, 
both sexes vying with each other. 

Table model machines have in large 
measure replaced the old and worn-out 
games and devices used by concession- 
ers. Counter models are too small to 
feature, and with a counter in the

thing are gone. Other coin machines if 
used are spotted advantageously in 
close proximity to the pin tables. One 
Operator or attendant is required for 
each booth of machines, being able to 
look after as many as five or six tables. 
Little grinding is required, as a@ large 
crowd is usually around the machines, 
some of whom must give loud vent to 
their feelings. These outbursts of en- 
thusiasm seem to work better than any 
grinding could ever do.
